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Not Rocket Science 

Public discourse has abandoned reasoned debate in favor of irrationality and insult

Regular readers might reasonably wonder why, over the last 
many months, this column has ignored certain political topics 
that once would have been its focus. Mostly this is because 
the vast majority of reasonable voices once engaged in serious 
public discussions have abandoned the field. 

With the exception of a handful of politicians, thinkers, 
and pundits who are worth listening to (regardless of their 
differing points of view), the middle has been ceded to the 
fringes. The lunatics, destroying any hope of a reasonable 
center, have taken over. Their ranks include leftists, rightists, 
conservatives, liberals, Luddites, globalists, conspiracy theo- 
rists, capitalists, anti-capitalists, media pundits, reactionaries, 
radicals, anarchists, unacknowledged fascists, extreme envi- 
ronmentalists, and extreme anti-environmentalists, among so 
many others. 

Ultimately, it’s not just that the lunatics have taken over 
the asylum, but that they’ve gleefully moved it to the 
far side of Wackyland. The discourse there, divorced 
from civility, is guided by restrictive taboos forbid- 
ding such things as dependence on research, 
mutual respect, sincere inquiry, determined 
study, or any questioning of one’s own beliefs. 

Instead, the local dialect celebrates accusations, 
condescending dismissals, statements offered 
with absolute certainty, and any opinion based on 
partisan bias. 

This descent into the lower depths is evidenced in 
many ways, not the least of which is the extreme and absurd 
response to any action by President Obama. 

Let’s pause here to allow in the argument that President 
George W Bush’s administration suffered psychotic, dishon- 
est, hateful, and pathological attacks so vicious as to be com- 
pletely unprecedented in American politics. Get real! After the 
eight-year-long assault on President Clinton by the right, to 
claim that the left attacked Bush only because they harbored a 
pathological hatred for him demeans even the usual pathetic 
level of political discourse in Wackyland.

Immediately abandoned in the discussion are the Bush 
administration’s policies. Ignored are Bush’s tax cuts for 
the rich, disinterest in supporting the middle class, insane 
invasion of Iraq, fiscally irresponsible budgets, and anti- 
regulatory policies that left the economy in the worst shape 
it’s been in for half a century. Clinton was hated for being 
Clinton - specifically for Hillary, his immorality, and his rela- 
tions with an intern. 

Which is not even to argue that the prevalence of uncon- 
trolled partisan attacks on a standing administration began 
during the Clinton administration; throughout history, the 
level of antagonism on the federal level has risen and fallen. 
Recent attacks on presidents are in no way unprecedented. 

Now, with Obama, too many of his detractors’ ongoing 
“concerns” are so ridiculous as to be irrelevant. Questions 
about his birth certificate, religion, loyalties, intellectual 
orientation, and feelings on race are not just ludicrous 
but offensive. More disturbing, however, is that for 
an action by Obama to become controversial, it 
is no longer required to raise any political, ideo- 
logical, strategic, partisan, or personal issues: 
Any and every action is fair game. Controversy 
has been generated by such formerly mundane 
presidential activities as using a teleprompter, fly- 
ing to Europe in an effort to bring the Olympics 
to the United States, and being awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

The ancillary to “Oh George, Poor George, Someone’s Hung 
You in the Closet and I’m Feeling So Sad” is the absolutely bril- 
liant strategy of claiming that two wrongs make a right. If there 
is a charge against any conservative, all one has to do is cite 
some equally grievous trespass by a Democrat. This apparently 
neutralizes the original claim, and it doesn’t even really have to 
be valid. 

Anything said about Obama, no matter how extreme, is 
immediately pasteurized to purity by citing injustices to 
Bush. A racist billboard demeaning Obama can be dismissed 
as “nothing compared to what was said about Bush.” The 


most venal accusations against the president are “compli- 
ments compared to what Bush had to endure.” Signs fea- 
turing slurs against Obama are “soothing in contrast to the 
degradation of Bush.” 

Why would anyone attempt to participate in any kind of 
political discussion in this atmosphere? 

In the same way most people don’t get exactly how the law 
works, they also really don’t get how science works. Science is 
about fact, but the very nature of the accuracy of “scientific fact” is 
more often than not open to principled, research-based disagree- 
ments. This is not to argue that any opinion on any scientific fact 
is of value. Crackpot theories, misread research results, unstated 
agendas, political pressures, intradisciplinary rivalries, and stud- 
ies that are structured to confirm already-arrived-at results are 
among many of the factors that taint supposed “facts.” 

Any number of other factors can also skew the results of 
even the most strictly conducted scientific studies. Even with 
agreed-upon results, respected and learned scientists often 
disagree as to their meaning and implications. When a juried 
article is published in a respected scientific journal, it does not 
establish its conclusions as facts. Instead, it proves that it is a 
serious work offering a supportable thesis, backed by research 
studies conducted in accepted ways that can be duplicated. 

The reason to bring that topic up here is because of some 
of the ongoing discussions in our “Postmarks” section and 
Internet forums on such topics as global warming and the fluo- 
ridation of water. When it comes to scientific studies, one can 
often find dozens - if not hundreds or more - of studies offering 
verifiable results that are used to support completely different 
and even contradictory theses on what the research means. 

When writing on politics, history, anthropology, sociology, 
conspiracies, and the like, an advocate can find information in 
books and studies, on websites, and from leading authorities 
that reinforces his or her predetermined position, but no one 
regards that as serious research.

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One regular contributor to our forums posted, 
“Unfortunately, few can find a middle ground ... or 
even debate the topic without (a) launching verbal 
insults or (b) getting so technical it is all mumbo 
jumbo.” I couldn’t agree more. I honestly don’t have 
an opinion on global warming. This is because I 
figure the minimum amount of research needed to 
arrive at an informed opinion is enormous, and I’m 
just not that interested. I strongly suspect that 
both the greatest advocates and most passionate 
dissenters on global warming are off base. But I 
don’t know. 

I do know, however, that I’m sick to death of 
people arguing that their opinions are the unques- 
tionable “truth” and that all those in disagreement 
are liars. I do know, as well, that it is only self-serving 
when someone posts a statement in the forums like: 
“Yes, fluoride is bad and the City of Austin knows it’s 
bad, but what is worse is that the City uses hydro- 
fluorosilicic acid to fluoridate our water and there 
are strong studies done to show that using that agent 
causes an increased rate of absorption of lead by chil- 
dren, especially children who are raised in poverty 
environments.” This argues that the city knows it 
is doing evil and that these “strong studies,” which 
reinforce the writer’s opinion, are to be accepted as 
scientific truth. 

Let’s entertain the thought that maybe the city 
(or, actually, some group of representatives of the 
city) might not believe that fluoride is bad and that 
there are almost undoubtedly just as many “strong 
studies” that defend its use. Following that reason- 
ing, isn’t it possible that those who strongly believe 


in global warming and those who don’t are mostly 
quite sincere, with each being able to offer scientific 
information and studies to support his or her view? 

The ignored kicker here is that, as with any rigor- 
ously researched topic, far more thought and attention 
should be paid by a researcher to the best of the material 
offering a conclusion different from his or her own. 

The more complicated an issue is, usually the 
more research has been done on it, resulting in 
an extensive range of differing conclusions. When 
people simply quote or cite research materials that 
confirm their already-accepted points of view, they 
may be reassuring themselves, but rarely is such 
information going to change minds. 

Given the difficulties described above, it is obvi- 
ous that rather than doing the serious work required, 
it is so much easier to deal with differing opinions by 
attacking those who hold them. Rather than address- 
ing ideas, it is so much easier and more convenient 
to brand others with pejorative labels, calling them 
frauds, liars, con men, New World Order flunkies, 
capitalist apologists, the elites, politically motivated, 
hypocrites, delusional dupes, purposefully ignorant 
flunkies, and the like. 

Now, such insults aren’t science and are more 
juvenile than thoughtful. They aren’t fair, scholarly, 
or logical, and they don’t advance an argument. 
Actually, their sole purpose seems to be making the 
ones spewing them feel better about themselves - 
which must be the point, since that really is the only 
thing accomplished.

Re: “Bill Narum (1947-2009)” [“Off the Record,” Music, Nov. 27]: Bill was a friend 
and a fellow traveler since the late 1970s. We were not close but friends nonetheless 
and had dozens of mutual friends. La Bastille, Anderson Fair, Calico Print Company, 
KLOL, the Old Quarter, Fitzgerald’s - during the late Seventies in Houston, Bill and his 
lovely artwork were everywhere all at once. I was a stringy punk kid just starting in 
the arts, yet Bill always had a kind word and a smile for me. I first met another young 
stringy kid by the name of Stevie Vaughan at one of Bill’s openings at Anderson Fair. 
Nobody I know involved in the arts in the state of Texas ever had a single bad thing to 
say about Bill. Besides being a great artist, he was a fair and intelligent businessman. 
This is a rare combination anywhere - especially here. My return to Austin has not nec- 
essarily been easy. I’ve grown and so had the town while I was away. One of the high- 
lights, however, was running into Bill at several openings. It was nice to see him again 
in a more settled and less mischievous environment. He seemed genuinely happy and 
very much at home and in love with Gloria. When the accounts are all settled, Bill will 
be remembered as a great American artist every bit the equal of Pollock, Rockwell, or 
Warhol. Together with his contemporaries - Franklin, Juke, Yeates, and Priest - he co- 
founded an entire school of art which continues to thrive today long after “the incense 
burned away.” At one point in time, there was not a kid in Houston who didn’t own a 
K101 runaway radio T-shirt. That station and its programmers helped to start Southern 
rock and started my lifelong love affair with radio. I still listen all night long. He influ- 
enced hundreds of thousands of Texas artists just by being himself and doing his own 
thing very well. My sincerest condolences to Gloria, Michelle, Nico, Billy, Dusty, Frank, 
and Bill. “When things go wrong, so wrong with you it hurts me too.” - Elmore James

EVENHANDED FLUORIDATION 

Dear Editor, 

Wells Dunbar’s thorough, well-researched, 
and evenhanded coverage of the difficult water 
fluoridation issue [“Unstable Element,” News, 
Nov. 27] is to be commended. Just one point 
bears some clarification. To parse the statement 
“Fluoride overdoses do occur, although not nec- 
essarily associated with municipal fluoridation 
- it’s more often a consequence of industrial 
production or else a rural anomaly.” The first 
part is entirely correct. The second part, however, 
could be taken to mean that most overexposure 
today comes from industrial production or water 
wells high in natural fluoride. That’s true of acute 
overdoses, but not the kind of gradual overload 
that people drinking artificially fluoridated water 


acquire. Unfortunately, fluoride is a cumulative 
toxin, never wholly excreted, building up in the 
body over years and decades to work its damage 
down the line. 

The standard 1.0 part per million dilution used 
for municipal fluoridation is more than sufficient 
to negatively impact the body’s systems - most 
notably the skeleton. In fact, when a team of 
crime busters converged on Death Valley last 
March to search for yet-undiscovered remains of 
Charles Manson Family victims on the 40th anni- 
versary of the Family’s arrest, they used a high 
tech diagnostic tool to distinguish human from 
animal bones - an instrument which detects 
fluoride buildup in the bones of people consum- 
ing fluoridated urban water. If that’s not a scary 
thought, then nothing is.

> Austin state Sen. Kirk Watson announced 
Monday his decision to step down as chair of 
the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization, the body of elected officials 
that drives transportation planning in Central 
Texas. Watson said he’ll step aside in January 
to open up more seats for Bastrop and Caldwell 
counties, which just joined CAMPO. Is Watson 
positioning himself to run for a higher office? 
His office says no. 

> City Council takes a break this week - return- 
ing next Thursday, Dec. 10 - but issues contin- 
ue to circulate around City Hall. See “City Hall 
Hustle,” p.20. 


> Austin and Travis County want to get out in 
front of the 2010 census, which determines 
federal state funding and congressional repre- 
sentation. Monday, Mayor Lee Leffingwell 
and County Judge Sam Biscoe announced a 
citizen-powered “Complete Count Committee” 
encouraging and assisting everyone to answer. 

> Elections again already? Filing opens Dec. 3 
for a slot on the March 2, 2010, primary bal- 
lot. Speculation is still rampant about whether 
Democratic Houston Mayor Bill White will 
switch from the Senate primary to the gover- 
nor’s race. 

> Another Travis County court seat opens up with 
District Judge Charlie Baird’s decision not to 
seek re-election next year to the 299th bench, 
clearing the way for Assistant District Attorney 
Karen Sage to switch her judicial bid from the 
147th court (leaving Cliff Brown as the sole 
Dem contender) to Baird’s seat. And in appar- 
ent noncampaign news, fired Travis County 
executive manager Alicia Perez says she’s 
not running against County Judge Sam 
Biscoe, contrary to rumors. 

> As the multiyear drought rolls on, the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality has 
established an Office of Water, consolidat- 
ing the existing offices of Water Planning, 
Water Supply, and Water Quality, and named 
Water Quality Director L’Oreal Stepney as its 
inaugural deputy director. TCEQ Chair Bryan 
Shaw said, the move was an attempt to get 
serious about water resources. There’s no 
time like the present. 

> More questions about security at Texas Youth 
Commission facilities and more embarrass- 
ment for Gov. Rick Perry: One of his appoin- 
tees, TYC ombudsman and ex-Judge Catherine 
Evans, resigned after being indicted for tak- 
ing a knife into Crockett State School in 
East Texas.

Twilight of the Empire 

Waist-deep in the big desert, the orders arrive to march on

Whatever else we might think of it, President 
Barack Obama’s decision to send 30,000 more U.S. 
troops to Afghanistan shouldn’t come as a surprise. 
In contrast to his expressed opposition to the war on 
Iraq, Obama (like the other major candidates) cam- 
paigned on and has consistently described the 
Afghanistan conflict as a “war of necessity.” 

This was the war to wreak vengeance 
upon and destroy al Qaeda, the mur- 
derers of 9/11. So it’s a bit puzzling to 
see, for prominent example, filmmaker- 
activist Michael Moore shocked that 
Obama is indeed going to do what he 
said he was going to do, thereby demon- 
strating that “all politicians are alike.” How

withdrawal - even the ragtag Afghan army is fully 
sufficient, and sufficiently motivated, to rid the 
country of a handful of foreign thugs. Instead, we 
are now told that we must dislodge, if not eliminate, 
“the Taliban” (a mysterious appellation that means

Obama’s 2010 “surge” will bring the total to 
roughly 100,000 U.S. troops, or about the same as 
the very slowly “drawing-down” number in 
Iraq - with the now-explicit deadline of 
July 2011 for a similar withdrawal from 
Afghanistan. We’ll see. It’s not quite the 
40,000 that Gen. Stanley McChrystal 
publicly (and dishonorably) demand- 
ed, but the bitter truth is that’s about 
all Obama can currently deliver from 
actually available forces. The imperial 
well is frankly running dry. 

By official military estimates, it would take 
at least 200,000 troops to maintain an effective 
counterinsurgency. Many of these soldiers will be 
redeploying for the second or third or fourth time 
- is there any reason to believe that the already 
extraordinary strains on these young people and 
their families will lessen in the coming years? In the 
absence of a real jobs program - that would just 
cost too much, is the utterly hypocritical refrain, 
while we prepare to waste another $30 billion on 
conquest - is this all they can muster instead?

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BLAST FROM THE PREHISTORIC PAST An ancient species 
of plant, previously unknown, has been found in the Colora- 
do River bottoms of Travis County and named Iva corbinii 
after its discoverer, Save Our Springs Alliance Treasurer 
Robert “Crocodile” Corbin. The discovery is featured in 
the December issue of Lundellia, the journal of the 
University of Texas at Austin’s Plant Resources Center. 
“When I saw [the plant],” said PRC Director Billie Turner, “I 
thought someone was pulling a trick.” Turner was initially 
reluctant to call it a new species because Corbin could not 
relocate the original sample, found at Montopolis Bridge. It 
turned out someone had dug it up, but Corbin and PRC 
researcher Bill Carr found a larger colony farther down- 
stream, near Hornsby Bend. Roughly 6 feet tall and related 
to sunflowers and the small-flowered marsh elder, Iva corb- 
inii spreads under the ground through rhizomes. DNA evi- 
dence indicates it could be an extremely primitive species, 
potentially going back millions of years. Turner called 
Corbin’s discovery “amazing, because [the area has] had so 
many botanists studying it for a hundred years, and he was 
the first one to find it.” - Richard Whittaker 


> UT RALLY CALLS FOR JUSTICE FOR BHOPAL Protesters 
will gather on the UT campus Thursday, Dec. 3, to mark the 
25th anniversary of a tragedy in Bhopal, India, that killed 
thousands of people - and to call for amends from the 
company they say is responsible. On Dec. 3, 1984, a toxic 
chemical leak from a pesticide factory owned by Union 
Carbide - now a subsidiary of Dow Chemical - killed 

8.000 people and has caused exposure-related illnesses in 

150.000 more since then, according to Vinay Pandey of 
Association for India’s Development, the group that 
organized the UT event. In conjuction with similar events 
around the world, participants in the rally will be calling on 
Dow to face criminal trial in India and to clean up Bhopal’s 
poisoned groundwater - from which 20,000 people still 
drink, says Pandey. In 2006, the UT Student Government 
and Graduate Student Council passed resolutions request- 
ing that UT “only accept funds from Dow Chemical 
Company in an amount equal to the funds spent to clean 
up the Bhopal site.” A petition urging UT President William 
Powers to act on those resolutions is at austin.aidindia.org. 
The rally - a “die-in” in memory of those lost in the disas- 
ter - begins at 11am in the West Mall. - Nora Ankrum 

> FRAUGHT FINANCIAL FUTURE More worrying signs for the 
Texas economy and the future of the state budget: Accord- 
ing to the 2009 State of Texas Annual Cash Report, 

issued by Comptroller Susan Combs, Texas only collected 
$37.8 billion in taxes in the 2009 financial year - down 
$3.6 billion from FY 2008 and $1.1 billion below Combs’ 
January forecast. The Center for Public Policy Priorities 

followed the report with an analysis on Dec. 1 indicating 
that sales tax revenues for the first two months of FY 2010 
are down 12.7% from the same period last year. This news 
came after the Nov. 20 announcement by the Texas Work- 
force Commission that, although the state added 41,700 
nonagricultural jobs in October, the seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate rose to 8.3%. While commission Chair 
Tom Pauken was enthusiastic about the new jobs, he said it 
was “too soon to indicate a trend.” In total, Texas has lost 
307,200 jobs in the 12 months ending in October. - R.W. 


FLUORIDE, FIREWALLS, AND FUSION 

The paranoid, style in Austin politics

The city manager’s report was just the tip of the fluoridated 
iceberg. Austin’s fluoridation policies, defended in a city 
staff report commissioned by Marc Ott and sent to City Council 
Nov. 13, continue to come under fire. As we reported last week 
(“Unstable Element,” Nov. 27), due to continuing complaints 
from citizens opposed to municipal fluoridation, a report 
assembled by Assistant City Manager Rudy Garza came out 
swinging in support of the practice, saying it has “no harmful 
impact to human health or adverse effect on aquatic life and 
provides a public benefit in preventing dental decay.” 

However, the staff report on the popular periodic table main- 
stay seems to have left members of the city’s Environmental 
Board out of their element. The controversy stems from a 
recommendation the board issued this summer, ask- 
ing for a task force to examine fluoride policies. As 
board members serve in only an advisory role, their 
entreaty to the City Council went apparently unacted 
upon - until the board learned of the report’s exis- 
tence. Some were dismayed, to say the least, about 
not being further consulted or even told of city staff 
taking the council directive into their own hands. 

“I too am very disappointed at the lack of commu- 
nication regarding this important health matter,” 

Environmental Board Secretary Phil Moncada wrote in an 
e-mail to Garza and others, calling the breakdown “another dis- 
appointment in regard to open communication and transparen- 
cy.” For his part, Garza says the board’s city staff liaison had 
previously contacted the Water Utility for a briefing on the staff 
report, thereby implying some familiarity with its findings. 

That briefing on the staff report was scheduled for 
Wednesday, Dec. 2, as we go to press. Several of the princi- 
pals cited in the study, including Health and Human Resources 
Department Medical Director Philip Huang and Austin Water 
Utility Assistant Treatment Director Jane Burazer, will be on 
hand to defend their findings. Specifically, it sounds like 
Moncada is concerned about Austin’s fluoride additive - hydro- 
fluorosilicic acid, which is created by phosphate fertilizer 
manufacturers and is essentially leftovers from the refinement 
process. “No portion of the report mentions that they are tak- 
ing a waste product and referring to it as fluoride that is being 
added to our drinking water,” Moncada writes. 

Put that in your margarita and drink it. 

THE MERRY-GO-ROUND 

Elsewhere in the Hustle threat report: As a newspaperman, 
I’m acutely cognizant of the fact the Internet will one day eat us 
alive. But what of a Web shutdown? It clearly threatens govern- 
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ment functions, international commerce, and the latest pornog- 
raphy technology. But rest assured: Your City Council is on the 
case. Council Member Laura Morrison will take part in a 
“cyber security table top exercise” on Thursday, Dec. 3. The 
goals are “to encourage group discussion about vulnerabilities, 
policies and procedures, and mitigation strategies” and to 
“maximize cyber security awareness,” writes Otis J. Latin, 
director of Austin’s Office of Homeland Security and Emergency 
Management. Oh, and lunch will be provided too. 

Sure, the Hustle’s having some LOLs at the overheated security 
rhetoric, but our hat’s off to Morrison for taking part. We should 
also note her newest office hire, Reagan Hackleman. News 8 
Austin’s former City Hall reporter, Hackleman is the latest in 


reporting on City Hall to working in it: previous Chron 
scribe Rachel Proctor May, first in Brewster 
McCracken’s former council office, now at Austin 
Energy; former National Public Radio reporter 
Larry Schooler, now a Community Engagement 
Coordinator at the city; and of course, former 
Chronicle Politics Editor Daryl Slusher, now tasked 


Water Utility after his City Council stint. The city is a popular 
destination - where else would you expect policy wonks to land? 

COLD FUSION 

Switching from security threats external to internal, the ACLU 
of Texas held a press conference Wednesday, asking what the 
hell is up with Austin’s “fusion center” - cross-referenced 
databases used to track and, in some cases, supposedly pre- 
dict criminal activity. Austin’s fusion center proposal, creating 
the Austin Regional Intelligence Center, came before the 
City Council in August. Police Chief Art Acevedo said at the 
time that the ARIC would only assemble existing police records 
- arrest and incident reports - and none of the private-sector 
data that sets privacy advocates on edge. The ARIC was slated 
to be up and running by year’s end, and the ACLU was eager to 
provide input. But, they say, the response has been a deafen- 
ing silence. An ACLU letter to the chief Nov. 6 reads, “two 
months have passed and we have not received a response to 
our recommendations regarding the draft privacy policy.” Now 
it’s been another month, and the ACLU hopes to force the 
issue with the press conference, featuring ACLU representa- 
tives and former City Council Member Jackie Goodman. 

Fluoride, cyber-terror, fusion centers: It sure beats writing 
about zoning variances. ■

Obama struck all the careful notes about 
limited goals and Afghan responsibility, and 
a reassurance that after eight years of an 
increasingly unpopular war, it should only be 
two or three more, and that there is in fact 
light at the end of the tunnel, etc. Salon s 
Glenn Greenwald had a useful column Tues- 
day showing how closely the Obama expla- 
nations of the “new” strategy echo the Bush 
explanations of the “old” strategy, fie might 
as easily have cited Lord Auckland in 1838, 
declaring that the British were arriving to 
defend the Afghans against “foreign occupa- 
tion and factious opposition.” That worked 
out really well. 

On the floor of the House Wednesday, 
Austin Congressman Lloyd Doggett put 
the likely situation succinctly: “2011 will 
not mark the end of the war, just the 
beginning of the next installment request 
for what is already a deteriorating eight- 
year war, whose elusive end is always just 
over the horizon.” 

Down These Mean Streets 

Although a source is hard to come by, the 
story goes that Mohandas Gandhi was once 
asked by a reporter, “What do you think of 
Western civilization?” and the sage coyly 
replied, “I think it would be a very good 
idea.” In fact the question gives the game 
away - who are we to ask such things of 
those for whom our “civilization” has histori- 
cally meant, first and foremost, war, devasta- 
tion, occupation, subjugation? 

Apocryphal or not, it’s a helpful text in 
contemplating our latest contribution to 
Eastern civilization - yet another expansion 
of the wars in the Middle East and South 
Asia, yet more death and devastation for 
U.S. soldiers, and much more suffering of 
Afghan men, women, and children, in our 
names. In the wake of Obama’s speech, 
there will undoubtedly be a temporary spike 
in his approval ratings, with reflexive hawks 
in both parties welcoming his decision as 
“difficult but necessary” and applauding 
the manliness of facing our responsibilities 
head on. Speaking only politically, Obama 
undoubtedly believed he had no choice - 


even to withdraw, he would first have to 
escalate - and it’s unlikely that there is suf- 
ficient congressional opposition to create a 
serious roadblock. 

Eventually, the Afghans will receive the 
latest U.S. message more directly, at gun- 
point - how do you think those Afghan poll 
numbers would look? 

There are all sorts of ancillary theories 
about why we are in Afghanistan - squelch- 
ing “terrorism,” contemplating future gas 
pipelines, staving off disaster in Pakistan, 
suppressing the opium trade, clumsily 
spreading pseudo-democracy - and each has 
some small merit. But all together they do 
not explain why the U.S. is in fact pursuing 
an irrational, counterproductive, exhausting, 
and self-destructive policy that bankrupts 
the homeland while not beginning to accom- 
plish its explicit purposes. 

More simply, the U.S. behaves in this 
way internationally because we have a 
virtual monopoly on military force, spend- 
ing more on our specialty than the rest of 
the world combined. When confronting 
foreign difficulties, it has become almost 
the only thing we know how to do, well or 
badly. As the old saw goes, when your only 
tool is a hammer, every problem seems 
to demand plenty of nails. More distress- 
ingly, once proud of our civilian political 
traditions, over the past century we have 
steadily constructed a national culture 
(and corporate economy) that increasingly 
honors, promotes, and openly thrives on 
militarism and aggression and reflexively 
disdains and excoriates compromise and 
international collaboration. 

In sum, we are making more war on 
Afghanistan because we have been making 
war on Afghanistan, and therefore it is nec- 
essary to keep making war on Afghanistan. 
The treadmill continues to move relent- 
lessly, and no national politician dares step 
off - indeed cannot even conceive of such 
a course - because we no longer know how 
to live in the world in peace. Once that has 
happened, the tactical military decisions 
along the way no longer seem to make 
much difference. ■

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Solid Waste Services Toward a greener future 


For a city that regards itself as environmentally conscious, 
Austin’s recycling policies often lack coherence. Now the City 
Council is poised to make three important decisions that 
would add direction, infrastructure, and leadership to the 
issue: selecting a new director for Solid Waste Services, 
renegotiating the existing recycling contract with Greenstar 
North America, and building the city’s own materials recov- 
ery facility, or MRF. 

First up is hiring a new Solid Waste Services boss. Six 
months ago, longtime department chief Willie Rhodes was 
moved to head up Code Compliance (see “Beside the Point,” 
June 5) and Assistant Director Tammie Williamson became 
his interim replacement. On Nov. 5, the city released a short 
list of potential permanent replacements, all from outside of 
Austin and all with strong backgrounds in recycling policy and 
innovation (see “Austin’s Next Garbage 
Czar?,” right). Mayor Lee Leffingwell 
said he expected City Manager Marc 
Ott to confirm a final selection before 
the end of January and possibly before 
the end of the year. As for the city’s 
decision to look outside of Austin for a 
replacement, Leffingwell said, “We need 
to get someone with a different view- 
point, someone from outside of Solid 
Waste Services.” 

On arrival, the new director faces the 
ongoing recycling debate. Since 2008, 

Austin has contracted with Greenstar to 
sort recyclables collected in the big blue 
single-stream bins and sell them: After 
deducting preagreed costs, the city and 
Greenstar split the revenue. When the 
international recycling market collapsed 
last year, wholesale prices dropped below 
processing costs, so Austin now owes 
Greenstar roughly $2.3 million in fees. 

Flowever, Leffingwell argued that the over- 
all program still succeeded by increasing 
recycling by 50%, and, he said, “We 
didn’t lose money overall because we 
saved so much money by shifting to sin- 
gle-stream.” (The savings came primarily 
from reduced transport costs from run- 
ning fewer collection trucks.) 

With the Greenstar contract expiring in October 2010, 
the city opened discussions in August for an extension 
(see “The Greenstar Contract,” below), with three options 
of varying lengths and fee cuts on the table. These new 
negotiations mark the return of a familiar face to City Flail: 
former mayor and former mayoral-candidate-turned-regis- 
tered-lobbyist Carole Keeton Strayhorn. She’s represent- 
ing Greenstar, and, according to Solid Waste Advisory 
Commission Chair Gerard Acuna, the commissioners only 


became aware of the progress of the negotiations when 
Strayhorn e-mailed them Nov. 15 to push for the longest 
possible extension. In her e-mail, she asked SWAC “to 
urge [council] to initiate discussion on the original 
Greenstar proposal [the longest option] if it is not offered 
for consideration by staff.” 

Acuna said he’s concerned that this is a rerun of 2008, 
when, he said, “we weren’t privy to the negotiations. We were 
just presented with a one-page document that said the city 
was going to make $3 million.” Fie argued that if council had 
allowed them due diligence, then SWAC could have critiqued 
the deal to verify those numbers. Fie explained, “If you’re 
being assessed $70 a ton for processing the fiber component 
and $90 a ton for rigid beverage containers, the markets 
would have to be absolutely phenomenal” to turn a profit. 

Linder Greenstar’s longest-running 
proposal, the company would continue 
to provide services through 2013, mak- 
ing the contract as long as its original 
bid, which the city rejected in 2008. 
Leffingwell said he had met with his 
SWAC appointee, Vice Chair Rick 
Cofer, and they are “in agreement that 
we don’t want to go for a long-term 
extension” since the city only needs 
coverage “while we’re building a MRF of 
our own.” 

That leaves the third big pending 
decision - building that local MRF. The 
city originally hired infrastructure con- 
sultants R.W. Beck Inc. to start work- 
ing on designs and permitting for a 
local MRF in 2007, to come online 
with single-stream collection last year. 
That plan collapsed in confusion (see 
“Solid Waste: Who’s Driving the Train?,” 
Nov. 21, 2008), so Leffingwell said he’s 
treating this new MRF as an overdue pri- 
ority. On Nov. 16, the city issued an 
open-ended request for proposals for 
“dynamic, creative recycling solutions 
that contribute towards the City’s cli- 
mate protection plan and zero-waste 
initiative,” including a MRF. There will 
be a preproposal meeting in council chambers on Dec. 4 
and a Jan. 5, 2010, submission deadline, with a final deci- 
sion scheduled for June 2010 (see details at www.cityofaustin. 
org/sws/mrf.htm). Greenstar Chief Operating Officer Dennis 
Soriano confirmed that his firm will submit a proposal, as 
well as seek a contract extension. Considering all the 
delays, no one is holding their breath for a quick comple- 
tion, and Greenstar is building a safety net into the pro- 
posed extensions. Soriano said, “If any of these options 
run out and the MRF is not ready, they would have the

peddler, lobbying on behalf of Greenstar. 

option to extend for an additional six months on the same 
terms and conditions.” 

Acuna called this whole process “our opportunity to right 
the ship,” but he remains concerned about signing a new 
contract with Greenstar and closing submissions on the 
MRF before the new director is fully in office. Fie said the 
short-listed candidates “all come from communities that 
have already initiated a public and/or private single-stream 
facility. So I think we should step back, hire them, then hire 
someone to work with Solid Waste Services to put out the 
most incredible RFP possible.”

The Greenstar Contract 


On Oct. 1, 2008, the city of Austin shifted 
to single-stream recycling but did not have 
the specialized materials recovery facility 
required for the sorting operations. 
Anticipating this need, the city signed a rev- 
enue-sharing deal on June 4, 2008, with 
Vista Fibers (now Greenstar North America) 
to sort and sell Austin’s recyclable trash. The 
contract expires Oct. 1, 2010, but as Austin 
is unlikely to have its own MRF in place by 
then, staff is evaluating a contract extension 
for a council decision as early as Dec. 17. 


One reason Greenstar would like a longer- 
term contract is that the company recently 
completed construction of a new MRF in San 
Antonio, which its chief operations officer, 
Dennis Soriano, described as the sixth larg- 
est and most technically advanced recycling- 
sorting operation in the U.S. The additional 
infrastructure required to deal with Austin’s 
recyclables cost Greenstar around $2.75 mil- 
lion in all. Soriano explained, “We have to 
depreciate that additional capital expense 
over the life of the contract.” The longer the 


contract, the more Greenstar can spread out 
repaying that fixed cost, the lower the fees. 
The counterargument is that the contract is 
only supposed to be a stopgap until the city 
gets its own MRF. 

Currently, the city pays Greenstar a process- 
ing fee of $70 per ton for containers (cans, 
plastic, etc.); $90 per ton for fiber (paper, card- 
board), which is supposed to be more than cov- 
ered by the wholesale market value; and $90 
per ton for glass and residual waste, which have 
no resale value. 


The city has three options on the table: 

A) Extend the contract to take 100% of the 
city’s recyclables through the end of 
September 2011, with a drop in processing 
fees of $5 per ton. 

B) Extend the contract through September 2011, 
with Greenstar collecting 100% of the city’s recy- 
clables for the first six months and at least 50% 
for the rest of the contract if the city has its MRF 
onstream, with a fee cut of $3.50 per ton. 

C) Extend the contract through September 
2013, with a fee cut of $20 per ton.

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PECAN STREET PROJECT FEDS CHIP IN 
$10.4 MILLION FOR MUELLER ‘SMART GRID’ 



If the Pecan Street Project eventually ful- 
fills its promise, well all be living large like 
the Jetsons. 

At least that’s the future portrayed in the 
project description for the PSP’s latest fund- 
ing achievement, a $10.4 million grant 
announced last week by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy, which will underwrite an 
“advanced smart grid project” in the Mueller 
neighborhood steadily taking shape on the 
711-acre site of the 
former airport. The 
Pecan Street summary 
depicts fictional resi- 
dent “Mattie Camacho” 

- imagine Jane Jetson 
as a brunette - moni- 
toring her electricity 
and water usage from 
her mobile phone, 
while her rooftop solar 
panels feed juice to 
the “Energy Internet” 
and her “home energy 
gateway system” 
adjusts appliances, 
monitors and adjusts 
sprinkler performance, 
and even shuts off a 
leaking toilet. The DOE 
grant will help buy a 
“demonstration proj- 
ect” to “create, operate, and evaluate” an 
Internet-style smart grid, according to the 
summary, that will involve 200 in-home 
smart-grid water systems, 200 smart sprin- 
kler systems, and 1,000 residential and 75 
commercial meters, distributed to neighbor- 


hood volunteers. (The development currently 
accommodates about 2,000 residents of a 
projected 10,000.) 

“We intend to make the Mueller neighbor- 
hood an example of what modern neighbor- 
hoods can accomplish, with smarter energy 
management, clean energy generation, and 
advanced system integration,” said 
Brewster McCracken at last week’s 
Mueller Center press conference announcing 
the award for the grant 
application submitted 
in August. Former City 
Council Member 
McCracken is now the 
federal grants manag- 
er for PSP and a rea- 
sonably good bet to 
be named executive 
director by the board - 
winning the DOE award, 
at least, shouldn’t hurt 
his prospects. He 
described the project’s 
goal as establishing 
“the most self-suffi- 
cient and energy effi- 
cient neighborhood 
development in the 
country.” PSP board 
member (and council 
member) Randi Shade 
said the board is considering four candi- 
dates and may name a director as early as 
this week. 

While $10.4 million is not small change, 
it’s only one of 32 awards announced Nov. 24 
by Secretary of Energy Steven Chu, totaling 


$620 million in new federal economic stimu- 
lus funding to help develop projects that can 
serve as models for more widespread deploy- 
ment. The projects include “large-scale ener- 
gy storage, smart meters, distribution and 
transmission system monitoring devices, 
and a range of other smart technologies. ... 
This funding from the American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act will be leveraged 
with $1 billion in funds from the private sec- 
tor to support more than $1.6 billion in total 
Smart Grid projects nationally,” according to 
the DOE announcement. The Smart Grid 
Regional Demonstrations (16 projects 
awarded $435 million total) range from 
$720,000 for a wind-power transmission 
capacity project in New York State to an 
$89 million, five-state grid management proj- 
ect in the Pacific Northwest. The other $185 
million is funding another 16 development 
projects in energy storage. 

The DOE said the 32 
projects were chosen 
from among 135 
nationwide applications, 
and the Pecan Street 
effort is one of three 
projects in Texas awarded a total of $27.4 
million; the Austin-based Center for the 
Commercialization of Electric Technolo- 
gies (a consortium of companies that 
includes Austin Energy) will get $13.5 million 
for work applying smart-grid technologies to 
the transmission grid in Houston. All of the 
grant awards are matched by local “cost- 
sharing” for the full project amounts, and 
the DOE cites the total cost of the Mueller 
project as $24.7 million. According to Pecan 
Street spokesman Colin Rowan, the various 
partners have pledged to contribute both 
staffing and some direct funding to the 
effort, and “now that the dog has caught the 
car,” the details of those resources will be 
confirmed over the next few weeks. 
McCracken provided a breakdown of the 
remaining $14.3 million; much of it is 
already dedicated to Austin Energy infra- 


structure and staffing, with additional contri- 
butions from the University of Texas, the 
Austin Technology Incubator, and the 
Environmental Defense Fund. 

U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett kicked off last 
Wednesday’s press conference at the Mueller 
Center, the development’s information and 
marketing office, with a coy reference to the 
old airport: “Now we have landed these fed- 
eral funds to help our community take off on 
its energy future.” Mayor Lee Leffingwell 
and Austin Energy General Manager Roger 
Duncan also addressed the gathering, which 
included representatives of the Pecan Street 
Project’s various partners - UT (which will 
provide research teams), the Environmental 
Defense Fund, Mueller neighborhood resi- 
dents and representatives, and several proj- 
ect board members, among them Shade and 
Jose Beceiro of the Greater Austin Chamber 
of Commerce. As reported at the time by 

Katherine Gregor (“Cool 
City: Getting Down With 
the Grid,” Sept. 4), the 
grant was submitted 
Aug. 26, and the turn- 
around was quick enough 
to take even those directly involved by sur- 
prise. McCracken said they had picked up 
hints of the decision on DOE-related websites 
only that morning, and then Doggett’s office 
contacted Pecan Street directly, and the 
announcement event was hastily organized. 

The grant term is five years, and it will 
help fund four UT research teams for design- 
ing, testing, and analyzing the system; four 
commercial rooftop solar arrays; four energy 
storage sites; installation of “smart applianc- 
es”; and 10 Austin Energy electric vehicles 
for use in the neighborhood. Asked when res- 
idents might begin seeing physical signs of 
the project, Austin Energy Vice President Karl 
Rabago said the grant has essentially 
speeded up implementation of work the utili- 
ty already had in progress, and the neighbor- 
hood should “look for action in the first year.”

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Maxey Files Ethics 
Against Patterson 

Democratic activist and former state Rep. 
Glen Maxey on Monday filed a complaint 
with the State Commission on Judicial 
Conduct, arguing that 3rd Court of Appeals 
Judge Jan Patterson violated judicial ethics 
when she told the Chronicle this fall that Gov. 
Rick Perry had approached her to apply for 
an appointment to the Travis County 353rd 
Civil District Court bench. 

Citing our stories in his complaint, Maxey 
argues that Patterson violated Canons 2 and 
5 of the Code of Judicial Conduct, which con- 
cern avoiding impropriety and the “appear- 
ance of impropriety in all 
of the judge’s activities” 
and refraining from 
“inappropriate political 
activity.” In part, Maxey 
argues that in violation 
of Canon 5, Patterson 
“knowingly or recklessly” 
misrepresented facts 
about herself when she 
told the Chronicle that 
Perry had pursued her to 
apply for the local civil 
bench made vacant by 
the untimely death of 
Judge Scott Ozmun. 

Patterson initially told us 
that Perry’s office had 
approached her several 
times asking her to apply for the seat and 
that although she turned him down several 
times, she finally relented, seeing the 
appointment as a way to shortcut an elec- 
tion. Later, Perry’s office told us this was not 
true and that it was Patterson who came to 
them seeking the appointment. Patterson’s 
deception raises “important issues of judicial 
integrity that require a full investigation,” 

Maxey said in a press release. (Interestingly, 
Patterson is one of 13 members and vice 
chair of the State Commission on Judicial 
Conduct, which would hear Maxey’s com- 
plaint. If the complaint is deemed worthy of

investigation, Patterson will have to recuse 
herself from hearing the complaint.) 

The 3rd Court is the state’s most power- 
ful intermediate appellate bench, because it 
has jurisdiction over matters of statewide 
importance - including state ethics cases 
and all rulings concerning state agencies. 
The court has become increasingly partisan 
in recent years, and there is no doubt that 
giving Perry the chance to appoint a Repub- 
lican to replace Patterson a year before her 
term would have ended would have helped 
ensure GOP control of the entire court, which 
covers 24 Central Texas 
counties. Perhaps for 
that reason, Patterson’s 
nomination to the 353rd 
was not approved by 
Austin Sen. Kirk Watson, 
according to documents 
obtained through an 
open records request, 
and Perry ultimately 
appointed Jeff Rose, for- 
mer deputy first assistant 
with the state Attorney 
General’s Office, to 
replace Ozmun. 

Meanwhile, however, 
Patterson is stepping 
down from her seat on 
the appeals court next 
year to run for Travis County’s 201st Civil 
District bench. Maxey argues that Patterson’s 
conduct in seeking the appointment to the 
353rd Court was so out of line that she 
should step aside in the 201st race and let 
someone else run. “Not only is this a viola- 
tion of judicial ethics, this is a stab in the 
back of the Democrats who have supported 
her in the past. Jan Patterson should with- 
draw her candidacy for any judicial contest in 
2010 and enable an uncompromised nomi- 
nee,” Maxey wrote in a statement. “[F]or her 
own political gain, Jan Patterson was willing 
to just give this court to a Republican majori- 


ty and this seat to another Rick Perry right- 
wing appointee. This is the ultimate betrayal 
of the Democrats who have given her this 
seat. It does not belong to her to trade for 
another judicial seat. It belongs to the vot- 


including former Republican Party of Texas 
Executive Director Milton Rister, Gattis has 
announced that he will not run again. 

At the state level, attention has centered on 
Democratic Houston Mayor Bill White, who 
said he’ll make an announcement by Friday, 

Dec. 4, on a potential switch from his campaign 
for U.S. Senate to the governor’s race. However, 
with Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison refusing to 
step down to fully engage her primary run 
against Gov. Rick Perry, that means no Senate 
primary. Several high-ranking Republicans 
thought to be either running for her seat, such 
as Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst, or looking for a 
promotion, such as Attorney General Greg 
Abbott (widely expected to target Dewhurst’s 
office if he vacates) have announced they’ll 
refile for their current positions instead.

Baird’s Seat Up for 
Grabs 

Travis County Judge Charlie Baird 
announced Dec. 2 that he will not run for re- 
election next year to the 299th Criminal District 
Court bench he has occupied since January 
2007. Baird, a former judge on the Court of 
Criminal Appeals, Texas’ highest criminal court, 
said he will return to private practice and 
wants to spend more time with his young fami- 
ly. The announcement has already caused a 
ripple of judicial candidate activity: Karen 
Sage, the assistant district attorney who was 
running against city police monitor Cliff Brown 
for the 147th District Court, announced in an 
e-mail blast to supporters that she will leave 
that race for a shot at Baird’s seat. Also con- 
templating a possible run for Baird’s robe is 
Mindy Montford, who ran for district attorney 
last year. - J.S. 


Let the Filing Begin 


Mark your calendars: Filing for a slot on the 
2010 primary ballot begins Dec. 3 and runs 
through Jan. 4, 2010. While no Travis County 
Democratic state rep has drawn a primary oppo- 
nent, there may still be a local House race on 
the March 2, 2010, ballot. Corporate attorney 
Holly White Turner has filed campaign finance 
paperwork with the secretary of state for a GOP 
primary fight with construction magnate Paul 
Workman in House District 47 - the southwest 
Travis County seat currently held by Rep. Valinda 
Bolton. In 2008, Turner served as campaign 
treasurer for her husband, Republican political 
consultant Chris Turner, in his unsuccessful Fort 
Worth City Council run. Meanwhile, Rep. Elliott 
Naishtat has drawn a GOP challenger in Bryan 
W. Law, an Austin Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary master’s candidate who has pledged 
to only spend $500 on the entire election. 


Up in Williamson County, confusion reigned 
when outgoing Sen. Steve Ogden, R-Bryan, 
signaled that he may end up staying put 
instead of following through with retirement. 

The Senate Finance Committee chair 
announced Sept. 10 that he was stepping 
down after 12 years in the upper chamber, but 
that decision was cast into doubt when heir 
apparent Rep. Dan Gattis, R-Georgetown, 
dropped out of the race and said Ogden should 
return to head up the budget-building process 
(that reversal may not be so well received by 
Capitol Democrats, who regularly complained 
that Ogden’s committee is where good bills go 
to die). Ogden has yet to make a statement, 
although his office said he will comment before 
the end of the week. However, it may be all over 
for Gattis’ political career: With several hope- 
fuls already lining up to fill his House seat, 
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NO INDICTMENT IN 
LUNT SHOOTING 

On Nov. 24, members of a Travis County 
grand jury failed to indict two Texas 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission agents 
who shot 25-year-old Steven Lunt in 
August. The agents fired their guns 19 times 
into a car Lunt was driving, striking Lunt 
three times in the head. Lunt died Sept. 2. 

Lunt had been spotted driving erratically 
Downtown - including swerving into pedes- 
trian traffic and nearly hitting someone. 
Austin Police pursued Lunt but later called 
the pursuit off and issued a “be on the 
lookout” for the white truck he was driving. 
Three TABC officers - Michael Cronin, 
John Altum, and Greg Lewis (in un- 
marked cars) - picked up where Austin 
Police Department left off, following Lunt 
until he reached the parking lot of the 
Longhorn Landing apartments in South- 
east Austin. As Lunt parked and got out of 
the truck, Cronin and Altum approached; 
gun drawn, Cronin yelled, “Stop, police.” 
Lunt jumped back in the truck, according 
to a press statement from Travis County 
District Attorney Rosemary Lehmberg, 
and tried to drive off. When it looked like 
the truck would hit Cronin, Altum began to 
fire. In all, he fired at Lunt 16 times, and 
Cronin fired three times. 

During the course of the grand jury’s 
investigation into the shooting, certain 
questions arose, Lehmberg said, including 
whether the TABC agents were actually 
pursuing “the primary mission of their 
agency” at the time of the shooting, wheth- 
er they were acting in accordance with 
TABC policy by approaching the car without 
waiting for APD backup, and whether the 
agents - without “distinctly recognizable 
law enforcement uniforms” and while driv- 
ing unmarked cars - were properly 
equipped to effect an arrest. TABC Chief of 
Field Operations Joel Moreno and agency 
administrator Alan Steen testified before 
the grand jury and are exploring “avenues 
of change” within the agency, Steen said 
in a statement. - Jordan Smith

For the hard-to-buy-for drug-policy 
reformer on your list, consider two new 
reads that trace the history of our 
nation’s obsession with getting high. As 
we continue onward into the fourth decade of the nation’s 
war on drugs, there’s really no better time than now to look 
back on where we’ve been, and books from the Huffington 
Post’s Ryan Grim and historian Stephen Gertz are a great 
place to start. 

In his new book, This Is Your Country on Drugs, Grim charts 
the history of the U.S. drug culture and explores why almost 
everything you think you know about it - notions about who 
sells drugs and who uses what, for example - is likely wrong. 
It’s a good, fast read - perfect for someone with, say, a limited 
attention span - and offers tons of facts to bring to the table 
during your next debate over the continued use of prohibition 
as a drug-control strategy. 

In Dope Menace, Gertz details the history of the pot pulp 
from turn-of-the-20th-century noir about opium addicts (with 
catchy titles like 1906’s Chinatown Charlie the Opium Fiend) to 
the lusty sensational tales of the 1950s and beyond (like the 
lurid Marijuana Girl : “She traded her body for drugs - and 
kicks!”).

COMMERCIALISM UNDERGROUND 

Corporate ads and logos are everywhere - 
in taxicabs, movies, and parks, as well as 
on gas pumps, airplane fold-down trays, and 
school buses. So why not on Luke Ryan’s 
guitar case? 

For 30 years, Ryan has been a busker, 
singing tunes in New York City’s subways. 

He keeps his old, beat-up guitar case - held 
together by duct tape - open in front of him 
in hopes that passers-by will drop in some 
coins or dollar bills. That decrepit case itself 
is a part of Ryan’s money pitch, for he 
sticks a cardboard sign in it that pleads, 
“Pimp My Case.” 

And now someone has! Not a sympathetic 
commuter on the way to a train, but the 
Dutch-based multibillion-dollar conglomerate 
Unilever. The giant didn’t add any flashy styl- 
ing to Ryan’s guitar case - it simply got him 
to put a printed sign in it that reads: “Axe 
Instinct.” Axe is a deodorant-maker owned 
by Unilever, and Instinct is a new leather- 
scented product that it’s marketing. So the 
veteran busker has been hired for four 
months to be a huckster, paid about $1,000 
to display the Axe sign, offer samples if any- 
one inquires, and sing a song a few times a 
day titled, “Look Good in Leather.” 

Interviewed by The New York Times, Ryan 
says he had sworn never to sell out. But 
today’s economy is tough even on subway 
singers, so when Unilever asked him, he 
said, “Well, why not?” Besides, he says, 
commercial branding is plastered all over 
the subway, so no one seems to notice his 
subtle Axe ad. In addition, Ryan thinks more 
deodorant sales would be a social plus. “If 
there was more of that stuff going on in the 
subway,” he notes, “it’d be a better place.” 

The vast clutter of corporate commercial- 
ism in our society doesn’t do any good for 
anyone, while being intrusive to everyone. 

But at least this gimmick by Unilever is help- 
ing Luke Ryan - I’m all for that. 


VENTRILOQUIST DUMMY LAWMAKERS 

After the landmark health insurance 
reform bill passed in November, several 
Congress critters set forth their views about 
the legislation in statements inserted into 
the Congressional Record. For example, 

Rep. Michael Conaway of Texas made this 
comment: “I do believe the sections relat- 
ing to the creation of a market for biosimi- 
lar products is one area of the bill that 
strikes the appropriate balance.” 

Rep. Lynn Jenkins of Kansas added her 
views: “I do believe the sections relating to 
the creation of a market for biosimilar prod- 
ucts is one area of the bill that strikes the 
appropriate balance.”

I don’t know what “biosimilar prod- 
ucts” are, but the comments by these three 
Republicans are not just similar; they are iden- 
tical! Do all Republican lawmakers think exact- 
ly alike, or is something else going on here? 

It’s something else. All three were parroting 
words written and handed to them by lobby- 
ists for Genentech, a huge, Swiss-owned bio- 
tech corporation. Genentech just happens to 
have a lot of money riding on restricting this 
biosimilar market, so it was eager to have the 
official record on this provision of the health 
bill reflect its special-interest viewpoint. 

Genentech lobbyists did not stop with the 
three Republicans. At least 22 Republican 
House members and 20 Democrats were 
willing to be spoon-fed Genentech’s views, 
all of them regurgitating language that the 
lobbyists wrote. Asked about the ethics of 
using lawmakers as ventriloquist dummies, 
one lobbyists said: “This happens all the 
time. There’s nothing nefarious about it.” 

Wow, having it happen once is alarming. 
Having it happen “all the time” is appalling. 
And nefarious.

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The Tire Mound of Mystery 

Thousands of city tires lie moldering southeast of town - 
and the city is claiming ignorance

Stacked in long rows and towering 
piles in the middle of a field southeast 
of Downtown are thousands of tires - 
perhaps as many as 6,000, estimates 
Victor Almaguer, who leases this land 
just off Highway 183 South as part of 
the small business, Vic’s Tire Service, 
he runs with his family The piles and 
rows have been growing here for years, 
sprouting from the rough earth now 
seared brown by the summer’s heat 
and drought. Almaguer would like noth- 
ing more than to dispose of the tire 
mound that has been rising on this 
property for more than five years. But he 
doesn’t have the money to do so, and he 
doesn’t know that he’ll be able on his 
own to obtain the funds needed for their 
legal disposal, which he estimates could 
cost as much as $50,000. It’s a thorny 
environmental problem for sure - scrap 
tires provide an excellent breeding ground for 
mosquitoes, are a magnet for potential dis- 
ease, and if not disposed of properly, present 
a host of other dangers. 

But it isn’t a problem entirely of 
Almaguer’s making. 

Indeed, these tires aren’t Almaguer’s, 
dumped and abandoned here in the course of 
his daily business. Instead, the tires on this 
piece of land belong to the city of Austin. They 
are scrap tires pulled from every type of vehicle 
managed by the city’s Fleet Services Division - 
including police cruisers, ambulances, garbage 
trucks, and fire trucks. How it came to pass that 
this mound of rubber ended up on Almaguer’s 
property isn’t entirely clear, but by looking at 
the work order numbers chalked 
onto the sides of the tires, it is 
evident that city-owned tires have 
been piling up here since at least 
2003. The newest ones arrived as 
recently as this spring. 

According to state law, this is 
not how scrap tires are supposed 
to be managed. In fact, the state has a fairly 
strict regulation and reporting scheme govern- 
ing proper tire disposal - including a tracking 
manifest process that follows old tires from 
the time they’re pulled from a vehicle to their 
ultimate disposal, a system not unlike the 
strict chain-of-custody documentation 
required for evidence in a criminal prosecu- 
tion. The Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality is tasked with overseeing scrap tire 
disposal and responding to complaints about 
entities that aren’t disposing of tires properly. 
Under this regulation scheme, there are “gen- 
erators,” entities such as the city of Austin’s 
Fleet Services that are putting tires into the 
system; there are “transporters,” those indi- 
viduals or companies who must be registered

with TCEQ to move and manage large num- 
bers of tires (anyone storing or moving more 
than 500 tires must be registered); and there 
are “processors” and disposal facilities, which 
also must be registered with the state. 
Additionally, the final disposition of all scrap 
tires - whether used for fuel, land reclama- 
tion, or road fill, for example - must also be 
for a purpose approved by the commission. 

Almaguer readily acknowledges that he is 
not registered by TCEQ as a transporter - or. 
for that matter, as either a processor or di. c 
posal facility - yet he says that for years he’s 
been accepting scrap tires from the city’s auto- 
motive service centers at the request of Fleet’s 
Tire Program Manager Bill Janousek. For sev- 
eral of those six years, Almaguer 
said, he had been paid for haul- 
ing off the dead tires under the 
contract the city has with Tire 
Centers Inc. of Austin, which 
contracts with the city to provide 
new and recapped tires as well as 
to handle the city’s scrap tires. 
But since 2007, Almaguer says, he has not 
been paid for any of the tires he hauled from 
the city’s scrap bin. And now, he said, he can’t 
get anyone from the city to talk to him about 
how to handle the surplus scrap he’s accumu- 
lated. “Nobody has talked to me,” he said 
recently. “They’ve brushed me off.” 

In an effort to find out how it came to be 
that Almaguer ended up holding thousands of 
old city tires, the Chronicle made a series of 
open records requests for Fleet Services docu- 
ments - including requests for three years of 
the manifest records that TCEQ requires the 
city to maintain. The records provided pursu- 
ant to those requests raise more questions 
than they answer. To begin with, it’s unclear 
whether city officials have any idea where the 




tires have been going, and therefore whether 
they have been complying with any of the 
state laws that govern the environmentally 
acceptable disposal of all that rubber and 
other components. Given his experience with 
the city’s Fleet Services Division, Almaguer 
thinks it is unlikely that the city can answer 
those questions: “They really don’t have a way 
to say which [tires] they’ve gotten rid of 
because they don’t write it down,” he said. “So 
they don’t know which they’ve paid for [to be 
disposed of properly] and which they didn’t 
- or if they’ve paid for any.” 

We initially asked city officials for an expla- 
nation of the scrap tire procedures in mid- 
November, and they responded in essence: 
We don’t want to talk about it. When we 
pressed them with additional accumulated 
detail, the official response became: This is 
the first we’ve heard of it, and we’ll get back 
to you. This week, the city said the subject is 
“part of an ongoing investigation,” and there 
will be no further comment while the investi- 
gation is “pending.” 


Cradle to Grave 

Nevertheless, it appears that since 2003, 
the city of Austin has been violating state envi- 
ronmental regulations regarding the proper 
disposal of scrap tires. Given the sheer num- 
ber of city tires languishing on Almaguer’s 
property, that seems undeniable. State law 
concerning the disposal of tires is strict and 
straightforward: Anyone disposing of large 
numbers of tires must follow a manifesting 
process that tracks tires from removal through 
disposal. “There is no exception to manifest- 
ing, cradle to grave,” says Cynthia Hackathorn, 
TCEQ’s scrap tire management registration 
coordinator. “The rules are very specific.” 

There are very good reasons for those rules. 
Abandoned tires attract rodents and snakes 
and provide an excellent breeding environ- 
ment for mosquitoes, all of which pose very 
serious health and safety issues. (Almaguer 
says he recently restacked the entire field 
because it had become a mosquito-breeding 
wonderland and attracted a number of snakes.) 
Abandoned tires also have a nasty habit of 
catching fire - and when they do, the fire can 
be very difficult to extinguish. A 3-acre dump 
in southeast Houston caught fire in 2002, 
sending flames 300 feet into the air; it took 
nearly four days to quell the blaze. Last spring, 
a tire fire in the East Texas town of Hawkins 
caused officials to evacuate the entire town. 
Famously, a 1983 fire involving 7 million tires 
in Virginia burned for nearly nine months 
before it was extinguished. According to the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, that 
blaze sent up a plume of smoke 3,000 feet 
high and 50 miles long and polluted the air in 
four states. The site was not removed from the 
EPA’s Superfund list until 2005. 

While the EPA does not consider intact 
scrap tires a hazardous waste, when the tires

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catch fire, they break down into toxic compo- 
nent products - gases, heavy metals, and oil 
- that can be very dangerous. Indeed, accord- 
ing to a 1997 study prepared for the EPA’s 
National Risk Management Research 
Laboratory, in lab testing, open tire fire emis- 
sions were shown to produce 13,000 times 
more mutagenic compounds than produced 
in coal-fired utility emissions. And although 
scrap tires can be difficult to ignite, they can 
do so randomly - tires 
retain heat, and when 
stored in stockpiles they 
have the potential to 
ignite spontaneously 
from the stored energy, 
creating fires difficult to 
extinguish. With the 
record-breaking heat of 
this summer, it’s quite 
lucky that the tires 
Almaguer has been stor- 
ing didn’t do just that. 

So there is a strict pro- 
cess in place to help the 
state keep tabs on the 
roughly 24 million scrap 
tires generated in Texas 
each year, although the 
process of creating and 
maintaining the required 
manifest system is fairly simple. The manifest 
is a five-part form, originating from the tire 
generator - in this case, the city of Austin’s 
Fleet Services. The generator is required to fill 
out the first part of the form, including the 
date and time the tires are picked up and a 
count of the number of passenger and truck 
tires being removed. The generator’s represen- 
tative must then certify the information on the 
form. The transporter picking up the tires 
must supply a TCEQ registration number and 
sign and certify that the tires described have 
been removed. A copy of the form with the 
signatures of both the generator and trans- 
porter is to be left with the generator. From 


there the form moves, along with the tires, first 
to the processor and then on to the final dis- 
posal site. When the fourth section of the form 
has been signed and certified at the place of 
final disposal, a copy of the complete form, 
with four signatures, is required to be sent back 
to the generator that started the whole process, 
where it must be kept on file for three years. 
Under TCEQ rules, the completed manifest 
must be returned to the generator within 60 
days after the scrap tires 
were picked up. 

Importantly, it is also 
the generator’s responsi- 
bility to report any lapse 
in reporting - including 
manifests that are miss- 
ing, haven’t been prop- 
erly completed, or have 
been altered - within 90 
days of the date that the 
tires were originally 
picked up. In other 
words, within 90 days, a 
tire generator - such as 
the city of Austin - 
should be able to 
account for the where- 
abouts of each and every 
tire it has relegated to 
the scrap heap. 

In the case of the city of Austin’s Fleet 
Services - based on records available - it 
appears that this particular generator of scrap 
tires is neither maintaining nor monitoring 
those legally required records. 

Missing Records 

In fact, it appears that the city’s Fleet 
Services Division has not been maintaining 
manifest records with any consistency for at 
least three years. In response to requests for 
documents dating from 2006, the city pro- 
vided a raft of documents, but not a single 
fully completed city-generated tire manifest

form - and for 2006, Fleet officials failed to 
provide any city-generated manifest forms at 
all. Instead, they provided two “service ticket” 
forms that appear to have been generated by 
Tire Centers Inc., which is actually the city’s 
contracted transporter; these purport to show 
that a total of 257 “little tires” (that is, from 
passenger cars) and 86 “big tires” (taken from 
larger vehicles, such as solid waste or fire 
trucks) were scrapped by Austin in 2006. They 
also provided 18 TCI manifest forms, showing 
1,074 truck tires and 330 passenger tires dis- 
posed of in 2006. But according to TCI man- 
ager Mark Hill, the TCI manifests the city 
provided to us are not only for tires the city 
has scrapped but include tires disposed of by 
TCI for any number of clients. “The tires on 
the manifests are all of the tires that we have 
disposed of,” Hill wrote in an e-mail. “They 
include the City and any other customers here 
at our Austin location. Basically all the tires are 
scrapped together. We are unable to separate 
the tires based on customer.” 

Not only do the numbers on the manifests 
not match those on the service tickets provided 
by the city for 2006, the total number of tires 
supposedly disposed of by the city is a far cry 
from the roughly 10,000 tires that city of 
Austin mechanics placed on city vehicles that 
year. (In addition to new tires, the city uses 
recapped, or retread, tires when it can, but the 
number of recaps used each year is only 
between roughly 30% and 40% of the total 
number of tires used, sources tell us. For 2006, 
the city used roughly 3,000 recapped tires - so 
even if all those TCI manifests represented city 
tires, there would still be more than 5,500 
scrapped tires for which the city has no records 
tracking their final disposition.) 

The paperwork gets even more complicated 
in 2007 and 2008. For 2007, the city provided 
28 service tickets but only one city-generated 
manifest form. And that form has only the first 
two portions signed, by the generator - certi- 
fied by Tire Program Manager Bill Janousek - 
and by the transporter, interestingly, certified 
by a relative of Almaguer ’s who signed off with 


the TCEQ registration number assigned to 
TCI. (Almaguer has said his brother filled in 
for him while he was sick in 2007, but it is 
unclear why his brother would have signed off 
with TCI’s registration number. According to 
the city’s purchasing office, the city has not 
authorized any subcontracting work under the 
TCI contract. TCI’s Hill said that Vic’s Tire 
Service would pick up scrap tires for TCI from 
time to time, an arrangement he says the city 
was aware of.) 

Again, there are no completed forms gener- 
ated by the city following what the service tick- 
ets reflect would have been 6,241 tires scrapped 
in 2007. The city provided only a stack of 
manifests generated by TCI and not by the city, 
as required by state law. Those manifests, which 
Fleet officials have said are their “final disposal 
manifests,” record a total of 6,264 scrapped 
tires. As before, TCI says its manifests include 
all tires scrapped by TCI and not just city tires. 
And as before, the number of tires the city 
scrapped in 2007 does not match the number 
of tires replaced by the city in 2007, which, 
including recaps, totaled 12,400. 

For 2008, the city did provide a stack of 
city-generated manifests - and not a single 
one is complete. The city provided another 
stack of TCI-generated manifests, and once 
again, there is no way to determine which of 
the tires recorded on those forms actually 
came from the city. For 2008, city-generated 
manifests record 8,894 tires scrapped, yet in 
total, the city replaced 14,500 tires that year. 

Overall, the city failed to provide a single 
form recording the disposition of any scrap 
tire in the manner required by state law. And, 
interestingly, according to TCEQ, since 2006 
the city has never once reported any break in 
the manifesting chain, which as a generator it 
is also required to do. Given the quality of the 
reporting documents provided by the city, it 
isn’t so surprising to learn that thousands of 
tires have wound up sitting in a field. 

It seems the city has no idea where its scrap 
tires go.

From there, a copy of the form is supposed to follow the tires, first to the 
processor and then on to the final disposal site. When the final section of the form 
has been signed and certified at the place of final disposal, the completed form is 
sent back to the generator, where it must be kept on file for three years. 

The city is required under state law to alert TCEQ if it has not received a final 
manifest form, signed by everyone involved with the disposal of the scrap tires, 
within 60 days of the date the form was first signed. Although the city has failed to 
provide any completed forms tracking the disposal of any scrapped tires since 2006, 
TCEQ says it has not received any complaints from the city about manifest forms not 
being completed or returned. - J.S.

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Nobody’s Talking 

One presumes that someone at Fleet Services understands the 
process - and the seriousness of the city’s failure to comply with 
state environmental regulations. The Chronicle requested an 
interview with Janousek, Deputy Fleet Officer Jennifer Walls, 
and Fleet Officer Gerry Calk. Originally, we were told that it 
would be “preferable” for us to speak with a single representa- 
tive, division head Calk. Later, we were told by city spokesman 
Reyne Telles that no one from the city would be providing any 
comment on the city’s scrap tire program, nor would anyone be 
able to answer any questions about the documents the city pro- 
vided in response to our open records requests. 

According to Telles, the city’s legal department has deemed 
such a discussion a bad idea while an apparently unrelated 
whistleblower lawsuit, filed by former Fleet Services official 
Hiram Kirkland, is pending in district court. Telles was unable to 
explain what relevance the Kirkland lawsuit has to the tire 
mound of mystery out on Highway 183 (except that both involve 
city “equipment”), but at least initially, that’s what city legal was 
telling him. After additional inquiries, the official response has 
become that the matter is being investigated. 

Whatever the eventual response might be, it’s undeniable 
that trouble and noncompliance in the scrap tire program is 
not the only problem dogging the city’s Fleet Services Division. 
The Kirkland lawsuit is definitely another. 

According to his legal pleadings, former Fleet Operations 
Manager Kirkland alleges that he was fired for bringing to 
the city’s attention numerous examples of “massive waste, 


fraud and malfeasance that had been ongo- 
ing for years,” including “theft; fraud; falsifi- 
cation of documents; drug abuse on the job 
[by various employees] ; alcohol abuse on the 
job; unauthorized sale of city property; 
worker’s compensation fraud and abuse; and 
other wrongful activities.” Among Kirkland’s 
specific allegations are that certain contracts 
were rigged to favor certain vendors, that 
$250,000 in auto parts were tossed out into 
a Dumpster, and that employees working in 
at least one of the city’s service centers were 
stealing auto parts and supplies (as well as 
selling city-owned car batteries and driving 
off with city-owned tires on personal vehi- 
cles) and manipulating inventory documents 
to try to hide the theft. (Only one of the 
scams Kirkland complained of - involving 
city employees removing inspection stickers 
from city vehicles and using them for their 
personal cars - actually ended with enforce- 
ment action. In that instance, Kirkland 
directed a colleague to report apparent fraud 
to the Texas Department of Public Safety. 
After the investigation, four employees were 
charged and pleaded guilty to tampering 
with a public record. Each received a nine- 
month probated sentence.) 

When he reported the alleged violations to 
his supervisors - both inside Fleet and in the 
city’s Human Resources Department - Kirk- 
land alleges that instead of looking into the 
allegations and weeding out the bad actors 
within Fleet, the supervisors instead focused 
on him, using an anonymous complaint 
made five months earlier to the city’s integ- 
rity office about possible unethical behavior 
on Kirkland’s part as a means of eventually 
terminating him in the spring of 2009. 

In its defense against the lawsuit, the city 
argued first that Kirkland didn’t file his suit in 
time to take advantage of whistleblower protec- 
tions, and then more recently (during a sum- 
mary judgment hearing earlier this month) has argued that he 
isn’t eligible for whistleblower protection because he didn’t 
actually report any wrongdoing to an appropriate law enforce- 
ment authority (as is required by the statute). Finally, the city 
insists that there was no connection 
between Kirkland’s dismissal and any 
alleged wrongdoing he says he might 
have thought was taking place. 

On Tuesday, Judge Lora Livingston 
ruled in favor of the city’s motion for 
summary judgment, without further 
explanation, and Kirkland and his 
attorneys are considering an appeal. 

Kirkland’s allegations are not the 
first concerning possible improprieties within Fleet Services. 
In 2006, the Office of the City Auditor closed an inquiry 
into an allegation that an “unnamed Fleet Services Tire 
Shop employee” was part of a “scam” involving Almaguer’s 
business, Vic’s Tire Service. At the time, Almaguer held a 
contract with the city to fix flats and other repairable tires 
removed from city vehicles. 

The auditor’s office was tasked with determining whether 
Vic’s was marking as “non-repairable” all tires taken from 
city vehicles, regardless of whether they could in fact be 
repaired, and “subsequently fixing and selling any repair- 
able tires, and remitting a portion of the proceeds as a 
kickback to the Tire Shop employee,” according to a 


March 16, 2006, memo by then-acting Assistant City 
Auditor Susan Wynne. The auditor’s office reviewed tire 
repair data and interviewed several Fleet employees before 
deciding that there was nothing to the allegation - at least 
as far as the auditors could tell. “None of the information 
we gathered indicated any unusual or improper pattern of 
tire repairs or replacement. Thus, we did not find any infor- 
mation that supported the allegation,” Wynne wrote. 
“However, it is important to note that we met with some 
difficulty when attempting to review Fleet Services invento- 
ry records, which may have impacted our ability to fully 
detect such patterns, if they existed.” 

Where the Rubber Meets the Road 

In mid-November, we submitted a series of questions to 
city officials concerning Fleet Services’ scrap tire proce- 
dures. After some delay, Telles responded that the ques- 
tions “brought to light several issues which the senior 
management at Fleet Services had previously not been 
advised of. We ... intend to fully investigate the matter. 
Until we know all of the facts, it is not prudent for The City 
of Austin to prematurely comment.” 

After a few days, Telles issued yet another official state- 
ment: “The allegations are something we take seriously. 
After discussing the situation with the parties involved, it 
has been determined that the claims are part of an ongoing 
investigation. The investigation has not reached a point 
where we can share any sort of conclusion. As such, we 
cannot comment on the matter further while the investiga- 
tion is pending.” 

It’s Not Easy Being Green 

There is no doubt that managing the city’s fleet is a 
daunting task. The department employs 189 people, has a 
budget of just over $40 million, and is tasked with main- 
taining the more than 5,000 vehicles needed to do the 
city’s work - including keeping cops on patrol, ambulances 
and fire trucks at the ready, garbage and recycling picked 
up on schedule, and roads maintained. The department is 
also trying to green up its operations, working to convert 
the fleet to alternative fuel vehicles with the goal of making 
its operations carbon neutral by 2020. That ambitious and 
admirable goal, however, makes the spectacle of the thou- 
sands of city-owned tires abandoned in a field just 13 miles 
from City Hall that much more confounding. 

It is nearly impossible to stand in this field of scrapped 
tires without being overwhelmed by 
mosquitoes, which attack quickly 
and continuously on any exposed 
skin. Standing amid the mess, 
Almaguer says he isn’t sure what to 
do now. He says he’s disposed of as 
many of the tires on his own as he 
can - at times by cutting them down 
with a razor so they lie flat, to be 
packed inside wrecked cars that are 
flattened and hauled off - sometimes, he says, to be 
burned. Now, he simply can’t afford to clean up the mess 
that the city has made. So far, he says, no one with the city 
has been willing to help. 

While city management is pursuing its investigation, 
perhaps the TCEQ, or even the City Council, can lend a 
hand. Almaguer says the Austin Police Department con- 
tacted him this week and said somebody will be dropping 
by to have a look at the tires. He finds the city’s claim of 
ignorance of the situation unbelievable, especially since 
he’s been trying to get a response from Fleet management 
for months. “They know - they’re playing possum,” he 
said. “Maybe they’re fixing to wake up.” ■

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The Numbers 
This Time

It’s the numbers this time, the eloquent 
numbers. All the times since I was a kid that 
I’ve read about World War II and watched doc- 
umentaries and seen feature films, I never really 
heard the numbers. But watching Ken Bums’ 
2007 PBS documentary, The War, it was the 
numbers - more than voices and images - that 
leapt to tell a story I had somehow missed. 

It is a story, in part, of the difference 
between that time and this. 

Don’t worry, this is not a “Greatest 
Generation” tale. In that generation, to be 
anything other than a white, Christian, 
heterosexual male was to be subject daily 
to humiliations that today we’d con- 
sider extraordinary. The numbers tell 
another, larger story. 

In the six years of that war - 
September 1939 to September 
1945 - 70 million people 
were killed. That’s Wikipedia’s 
number. The Wars number is 
“between 50 and 60 million.” 

No one knows for sure, but any 
source will tell you the majority of 
those millions were civilians. 

Seventy million is almost 11 9/1 Is a day. 
The lowest figure, 50 million, is more than 
seven 9/1 Is a day. Sixty million, more than 
nine 9/1 Is a day. Every day, for six years. 

Some days were worse than others, but 
those are the averages. They give us a way to 
understand the enormity of what sometimes 
can happen to humanity. What we sometimes 
do. And how we, as a country, have changed. 

Focus on particular events and breathe in 
the numbers. 

When Bataan fell to the Japanese in 1942, 

78,000 American and Filipino troops sur- 
rendered. Many were marched to a camp. 
The march took six days and seven nights, 
during which “six to 11,000” Filipinos and 
Americans died. Another 16,000 died in the 
camp (The War, Episode 1). 


In the first year of our participation - 
from Dec. 7, 1941 through Dec. 31, 1942 
- American military dead numbered roughly 

35.000 (The War, Episode 1). 

1943 saw the Allied invasion of North 
Africa. “In two weeks of fighting, 6,000 
Americans were lost.” Total Allied losses in 
that six-month campaign: 76,000 (The War, 
Episode 2). 

That year, it took 38 days for the Allies 
to capture Sicily. Allied losses were roughly 

25.000 (The War, Episode 2). More or less 
650 a day. 

Americans attacked the Pacific atoll 

of Tarawa in November 1943. In four 
days, on a battleground slightly larg- 
er than Central Park, more than 
3,300 Americans were killed and 
wounded (The War, Episode 3). 

In 1944, during eight weeks 
on the beachhead at Anzio, 
Italy, 7,000 Allies were killed; 

36,000 were wounded or listed 
as missing; 44,000 were so-called 
noncombat casualties” - victims of 
frostbite, trench foot, “shell shock and 
madness” (The War, Episode 3). 

Have you heard of the Italian village of 
Cisterna? I hadn’t. In one day in May 1944, 
we lost 995 Americans in the fighting around 
Cisterna (The War, Episode 3). Not a month 
later, in less than a day - D-Day - Omaha 
Beach received 2,500 American dead. Even 
so, the initial invasion cost “far fewer than 
[the] commanders had expected.” By the end 
of August, however, Allied invasion casualties 
numbered 256,000 killed, wounded, cap- 
tured, or missing. (The War, Episode 4). Those 
three months of fighting cost more than our 
total casualties during 10 years in Vietnam. 

From mid-June to mid-July 1944, on the 
Pacific island of Saipan, “in almost four weeks of 
fighting, 16,500 Americans were killed, wound- 
ed, or reported missing” (The War, Episode 4).

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In 1944, we attacked a Pacific atoll called 
Peleliu. Ever hear of it? Me neither. After the 
attack was planned, it was concluded that 
Peleliu had no strategic value. But the high 
command estimated an attack would take only 
four days, so why not? It took more than two 
months, costing America 1,200 dead and 5,274 
“maimed or missing” (The War, Episode 4). 

On the border between Belgium and 
Germany, there is a place called Hiirtgen 
Forest. Heard of it? I hadn’t. “The com- 
manders who planned the battle knew 
almost nothing about the terrain and never 
came to see it for themselves. ... The first 
two divisions to be ordered into the forest 
lost 4,500 men in three weeks and moved 
less than five miles.” It’s said to be the lon- 


gest single battle the U.S. Army ever fought 
- September ’44 to February ’45 - but no 
one brags of it. Its objectives were not, it 
turns out, strategically necessary. By the 
time we conquered Hiirtgen Forest, its cost 
to America was more than 33,000 lives (The 
War, Episode 4). 

And that’s where I stopped, as far as The 
War goes. Anyone who can get past Episode 4 
has something I don’t, be it youth or nerve. 

Since 2001, our dead in Afghanistan total 
928; since 2003, we’ve lost 4,367 in Iraq 
(www.icasualties.org). In six months in the 
Hiirtgen Forest we lost more than six times 
that combined total. 

This in no way is meant to glorify the troops 
of yesterday or denigrate the troops of today.

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Each war is its own hell, a hell not to be 
judged by we who have not been there. 
What the numbers tell us, beyond argu- 
ment, is that our national model of war has 
drastically altered. 

In World War II the phrase often employed 
was “total war.” Every walk of life partici- 
pated in combat. Every citizen sacrificed for 
the effort. We paid for that war with higher 
taxes and war bonds. The objective was 
clear: “unconditional victory.” 

Now we have two mutually supporting 
strategies or models of war - and this has 
been true since at least the onset of the 
Vietnam conflict. 

The primary, announced model is medi- 
cal, as in surgery or therapy: We’ll go in, 
heal the patient’s ailment, fix what needs 
fixing, and leave. When we leave, every- 
thing is supposed to be better. Whatever 
the rhetoric, in reality victory is defined 
therapeutically - not winning, but solving 
a problem. 

The underlying model, however, is very 
different: addiction. No matter what, and 
no matter the cost, we’ll keep on doing 
what hasn’t worked until it does. That is 
the very definition of addiction, with addic- 
tion’s financial rule: If we don’t have the 
money (and we don’t), we’ll beg, borrow, 
and become debt slaves until what can’t be 
done is done. 

They say everything goes faster now, and 
that’s largely true of everything but war. 
With these co-enabling models of thera- 
peutic and addictive war, war continues 
in a kind of slow motion. The objective is 
vague. It’s often hard to tell who the enemy 
really is. The front line is everywhere and 
nowhere. We suffer far fewer casualties 
(partly because medical attention is better 
and more immediate), but war goes on and 
on and on. 

Addicts go on and on until the infra- 
structure of their lives falls apart. Their 
health, money, position, and ability to 
deal with daily problems slowly collapse 
into a heap of incoherent helplessness. 
Even so-called “high functioning” addicts, 
who present to the world a facade of abil- 
ity, eventually hit that dead end where life 
can no longer be faked - at which point 
either they deal with their addiction or 
sink into oblivion. 

Episode 3 of The War relates that 12,000 
were drafted from the Connecticut town 
of Waterbury. “Each man received a prayer 
book and a carton of cigarettes, courtesy of 
the Shriners.” They were everyone’s sons. 
Now we encourage them not to smoke and 
they are the sons and daughters of a deci- 
mated working class. 

We’re broke. Our credit is running low. 
The therapeutic/addictive model of war will 
change not for moral or strategic reasons, 
but because of its expense. Then our sense 
of ourselves as a nation will alter deeply, 
and that will change each one of us before 
we realize we are changed. ■

ART PALACE Bye "bye, for the Bayou City 


In the Department of You Don’t 
Know What You’ve Got Till It’s Gone: 
This is the week that Art Palace 
packs up its Eastside digs and hus- 
tles to Houston. Sigh. 

Arturo Palacios’ gallery-in-a-house on 
East Cesar Chavez may have been in 
operation just four and a half years, 
but in that time it became a vital 
showplace for dynamic young artists 
on the local scene. Sterling Allen, Peat 
Duggins, Ali Fitzgerald, Heyd Fontenot, 
Nathan Green, Jonathan Marshall, 
Michael Sieben, Eric Zimmerman - all 
showed there, and their exhibitions 
were consistently acclaimed as among 
the most exciting and noteworthy in the 
city. The Chronicle’ s Visual Arts writers 
always included Art Palace shows on 
their end-of-year Top 10 lists, and three 
years in a row, Art Palace shows earned 
the Austin Critics Table Award for 
Outstanding Solo Gallery Exhibition, 
with a Gallery, Body of Work Award 
going to Art Palace itself in 2006. And 
it wasn’t just locals paying attention: 
The gallery was rec- 
ognized in a 2007 
Art in America arti- 
cle, “Report From 
Austin, Art by 
Southwest,” and in 
a 2006 piece for 
The New York Times 
by fashion writer 
Cathy Horyn. 

Palacios became a 
notable presence at major art fairs 
such as Art Basel Miami Beach and 
Volta NY, helping secure a place for 
those emerging local artists in the 
world outside Austin. 

With that in mind, the Houston 
move can be seen as a natural step in 
Art Palace’s evolution. As Palacios told 
Chronicle contributor Kate Watson in 
an interview for the online art maga- 
zine Glasstire : “I will be aided by being 
in a city that can act as more of a 
‘portal’ to the outside world. I will be 
collaborating with Eleanor Williams 
[former director of Finesilver Gallery 
and Lawndale Art Center], who will 


help export my artists’ work into larger 
art markets. Also, I’ll be planting 
myself next to two well-respected com- 
mercial galleries, Inman and CTRL 
Gallery.” That would be in Isabella 
Court, a historic structure at 3913 
Main St. This new venue will at last 
allow Art Palace to keep real gallery 
hours. Forget the “handful of hours on 
Wednesday and Saturday” business; 
now it’s Tuesday through Saturday, 
11am to 6pm. You’ll be able to check 
it out yourself after the new Art Palace 
goes live on Jan. 15, 2010, with a 
exhibition by Jonathan Marshall. 

Palacios insists that he will continue 
to have a presence in Austin, setting 
up periodic exhibitions in independent 
venues. We hope so, considering how 
much he’s done to develop the city’s 
visual arts community over the past 
dozen years as gallery director for 
Galeria Sin Fronteras, curator of the 
Dougherty Arts Center’s Butridge 
Gallery, and one of the founders of the 
Texas Biennial. For now, however, we’ll 
have to be con- 
tent with his fare- 
well exhibition in 
the house on 
Cesar Chavez. 
“One on One on 
One” includes 
work by a number 
of Art Palace reg- 
ulars - Jules 
Buck Jones, 

Sarah Frantz, Carlos Rosales-Silva, 
Matthew Rodriguez, Barry Stone, Sonya 
Berg, Sterling Allen, and collaborative 
work by Michael Sieben and Nathan 
Green - who were invited to present a 
new idea or recontextualize existing 
work. Fitting, since that’s pretty much 
what Palacios will be doing with his 
gallery in the Bayou City. Check it out 
before it’s gone, and offer Palacios a 
word of thanks for Art Palace’s contri- 
butions to our scene. - R.F.

BALLET EAST Stepping up to high school 


This week, Ballet East Dance 
Company once again provides a 
showcase for the talents of the 
current generation of dancers. 
Next week, for the first time, it 
will be doing the same for the 
coming generation. 

Quick on the heels of IN under 
& Through, its new fall production 
at the Dougherty Arts Center, 
Ballet East will host the debut per- 
formance of the Eastside Dance 
Academy, a program for students 
at Eastside Memorial High School 
(formerly Johnston) that offers 
training in movement across the 
spectrum from the fine-art end 
(classical and contemporary) to 
folklorico to pop styles, including 
hip-hop and Broadway. While the 
company has been providing after- 
school dance instruction for ele- 
mentary and middle school stu- 
dents in East Austin for 20 years, 
it hasn’t had the resources to 
extend its program to older teens. 


But when some former students 
told Artistic Director Rodolfo 
Mendez that they missed the 
“support and fellowship” of the 
Ballet East dance programs when 
they moved on to high school, 
Mendez set out to find a way to 
make it happen. He began with a 
pilot program funded through a 
number of smaller grants, but then 
a $100,000 grant from the wom- 
en’s philanthropic organization 
Impact Austin gave Mendez the 
chance to establish a comprehen- 
sive program. In addition to class- 
es taught by professional instruc- 
tors, the academy sponsors mas- 
ter classes with choreographers 
such as Hope Boykin, principal 
dancer with Alvin Ailey American 
Dance Theater, and trips to see 
performances of professional com- 
panies and touring events such as 
So You Think You Can Dance. 

The academy has been an 
instant success, with initial 


enrollment of more than 90 stu- 
dents and participation in addi- 
tional classes taking the total to 
170. Come Saturday, Dec. 12, at 
7pm, at Eastside Memorial High 
School, 1012 Arthur Stiles Rd., 
they will be showing the world 
what they’ve learned. And some 
of them may well be taking their 
first steps toward becoming com- 
pany dancers with Ballet East.

THE AUSTIN VISUAL ARTS AWARDS Clear a place on your mantle for a ‘Fearing’ 


In recent years, awards for cultural achievements may have 
been breeding like bunnies on the national scene, but on the 
home front here, they’re still almost as scarce as double-digit 
afternoons in August. Let’s see, we have the B. Iden Payne 
Awards for theatre, the Austin Improv Collective awards, the 
Austin Fashion Awards, the American Institute of Architects 
Austin Honor Awards, the Austin Critics Table Awards, this 
paper’s Austin Music Awards, of course, and for local creative 
work, that’s pretty much it. 

Well, this week you can add one more set of honors to the 
list as the Austin Visual Arts Association inaugurates the 
Austin Visual Arts Awards. These new prizes recognize artists 
in specific categories (two-dimensional art, three-dimensional 


art, photography, and new media) and at different stages of 
their careers (early career, lifetime achievement, and some- 
where in between: The Collectors Circle Award honors a career 
artist who consistently creates outstanding series of works), 
along with awards for outstanding arts patronage and service 
to the arts. The awards themselves are bronzes designed by 
sculptor Bob Coffee and will be nicknamed “Fearings” in honor 
of longtime Texas artist Kelly Fearing, who will receive a 
Lifetime Achievement award along with memorial honors for 
the late Robert Dale Anderson and Michael Frary. 

Nominations were solicited from a range of museums, galler- 
ies, studios, and professional associations throughout the 
area. Artists receiving multiple nominations had their names 


forwarded to a selection committee made up of representatives 
from 12 organizations (including your humble correspondent 
from this paper), with committee members scoring each finalist 
independently. The artists with the highest scores will be recog- 
nized with awards at a ceremony to be held this Friday, Dec. 4, 
at the Austin Museum of Art - Downtown. AVAA President Bill 
Keese will emcee the event, and to make the evening artistical- 
ly complete, a new work of art will be unveiled: a temporary, 
site-specific installation about wind that AMOA commissioned 
from Christina Venson. See you there! - R.F

Gifts of the Magi 

A conversation about community and creativity with three wise men of the arts

As Dave Steakley works in theatre, Stephen Mills in dance, 
and Craig Hella Johnson in music, you might not think that 
the three would have much in common. But all have been in 
Austin for at least two decades, in which time they’ve been 
witness to great changes in the city, and as the longtime artis- 
tic directors of Zach Theatre, Ballet Austin, and Conspirare, 
respectively, they’ve been responsible for their share of great 
changes in the arts scene. Perhaps most interestingly, if you 
speak with them about the work they do, you’ll hear the 
same ideas echo through the conversations: Compassion. 
Community. Dialogue. Connection. Transformation. The 
power of music. The impact of Austin. 


Why Austin? 

Austin Chronicle: Let’s start by going back to when you first 
started working in Austin. What made the city at that time a good 
place to be involved in the performing arts? 

Dave Steakley: I was initially here as a student at the University 
of Texas, and I came from such a small farming community that 
Austin not only felt like an oasis, but everything about it was 
completely different from my life on that farm. It felt like there 
were endless opportunities. That’s when I really began to engage 
in performance. When I came back to Austin after being in New 
York, a few months before I had seen Frankie and Johnny in the 
Claire de Lune off-Broadway, and when I came to interview for 
Zach, that’s what they were producing, and the production val- 
ues and Mitch Pileggi’s performance were completely commen- 
surate with what I experienced off-Broadway. Before I left Austin, 
that was not the case. Zach was very spotty community theatre. 
When I was a student, I had to go there to write papers about 
shows, and sometimes it would be exceptional and sometimes 
not. It had the new building, and I guess what was there was 


Like the magi in the Christmas story, these three men come 
from different places but are making the same journey. What they 
seek is an Austin that’s compassionate and just, and they follow 
a vision of community bonded through art, with their creative 
talents to offer as gifts. The Chronicle brought these artistic leaders 
together to discuss their shared goals and sense of Austin, cultur- 
ally and as a community. They sat down one week after Ballet 
Austin opened its season with Act II of Swan Lake and The Firebird , 
two days after Conspirare sang Robert Byr’s environmental orato- 
rio A Time for Life, and the day after Zach Theatre took part in the 
national performance of The Laramie Project: Ten Years Later, an 
epilogue to the play about the murder of Matthew Shepard. 


promise. The thinnest level of foundation and bedrock had been 
laid, on which I could imagine building a life, launching some- 
thing. Launching the thing that I had envisioned in my head. 
Craig Hella Johnson: I came also with a connection to the 
university. Just out of grad school, I got a job interview at 
the school. Like Dave said about this idea of promise, I saw 
tremendous opportunity. We had the idea of starting a music 
festival. We did a little market study with students in a market- 
ing class to see if this would be a good place for this thing we 
were trying to create, the New Texas Festival, and all the stud- 
ies came back that this would indeed be a fine place to do this. 
[Laughter] And they got an “A” on their project. [Laughter] 
Lots of green lights, it seemed like. 

One thing that I really loved, too, was that it seemed like a 
place where there was a great deal of creative energy and enthu- 
siasm for creative capital, but the market wasn’t flooded. As a 
musician, I felt like there was space to begin to do my craft. I 
found that very exciting and do still. We’re growing, which is 
great, but there’s plenty of space for us to do our craft.

Stephen Mills: I came here from New York 23 years ago as 
a dancer, and I totally expected to be here for one year and 
move on, because that’s generally what dancers do. When I 
came, [Ballet Austin] was a very small company, but the thing 
that was most impressive about Austin was that there were a 
lot of independent artists, a lot of freelance choreographers. 
It seemed like there were 20 or 30 little companies. Maybe 
there weren’t, but it felt like it. There were choreographers 
making interesting work every day. Deborah Hay, and Yacov 
Sharir, used to perform at the space on the corner of Fourth 
and Lavaca .... 

AC: Capitol City Playhouse. 

Mills: There was experimental dance going on all over the 
place. And as I was from the very beginning of my career inter- 
ested in making work, it was great to be 25 and absorbing all 
this different work that was being produced. The idea that you 
could come to a small town - which is what Austin was then, 
a small town - and be successful. You know, I’d left New York 
and thought that New York was the only place where valid work 
was being done, and I’ve long since left that idea behind, but 
it felt like for me for the first time that I was in a place where I 
could put down roots and develop something that was interest- 
ing, because so many people had made examples for me. 

Community 

AC: In conversations with each of you, I’ve been struck by the way 
you talk about community and how you pursue work that honors 
and connects with the community. Where did Austin as a com- 
munity begin to affect your work? Stephen, Light/The Holocaust 
& Humanity Project was such a highlight in your career in part 
because it didn’t stand on its own. It needed a community to make 
it work. And I would say the same thing, Dave, about The Laramie 
Project. You three don’t create work in a vacuum. It’s important 
that your work not just find an audience but that it finds the audi- 
ence that makes up this community. 

Mills: In terms of Light, I have to say that the project had to 
be that way to be respectful of the subject matter. If you’re 
going to take someone else’s story and co-opt it, you sure as 
hell better do something in a respectful way that honors what 
they went through, not for your own self-aggrandizement but 
as a teaching tool. The community aspect of it - yeah, clearly, 
we’re in the community with the projects that we’re doing, 
and [ Light felt] like a community project, but we didn’t fully 
appreciate it until the thing was done. And you know that 
thing when people come up to you after performances and say, 
“Thank you for doing this; I got ‘X,’ ‘Y,’ and ‘Z’ out of it.” As 
artists - I’m sure you guys are the same way - you say: “Thank 
you. This is embarrassing. Thank you.” [Laughter] But when 
you step away from it and really realize the effect you have - 
it’s a very profound concept to think that someone would be 
affected by what I do. I make dances. So what? I don’t affect 
politics. That might be something that I do privately, but that’s 
not something I consciously think about when I’m making 
work. But people are affected by it. 

Steakley: That shyness that Stephen describes is like Judy 
Shepard last night, when everybody stood up for her [because 
the Matthew Shepard Act] is coming up for a Senate vote. She 
said, “You act like I did this alone.” When people say, “Thank 
you so much” and “I loved this,” why is my inclination to 
deflect this? I think it’s because the nature of the work is 
collaborative, and we get to be the person who’s leading the 
charge with the vision, but we’re not solely executing it or mak- 
ing it possible. This is a lot of people’s work that is represented 
on stage, and you don’t get to see all of the folks who make it 
happen. So I think about the collaboration and want to make 
sure people understand that.

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I keep thinking about voices. If I think about what it was for 
me coming from that farm, it’s that there were all of these alter- 
native points of view, these voices that I didn’t know existed, 
right? There were these ideas I didn’t know were in the realm 
of possibility. I was becoming transformed as a person, because 
I was beginning to understand [the point of view of] somebody 
who walks in different shoes, who’s very different from me. It 
becomes more complex to invite more voices in, yet it’s that 
part that becomes enriching. 

With regard to The Laramie Project, we did talk-backs after 
every one of those performances, and you know, we can all 
pay lip service to that idea of transformation, that somebody 
can be changed, but in one of those talk-backs we had this 
woman who said: “I’ve just got to confess, I came into this 
performance reluctantly. I would label myself a homophobic 
person, and I’ve just got to say I’m wrong.” And she burst into 
tears. That became very powerful. Not that I didn’t realize it 
before, but it became, “Oh, this can also do that.” And that’s 
really important to me about the way we build community. I 
love to entertain and do things for fun, but I also like to open 
up a conversation that is going to create some connectivity that 
we didn’t have before, right? We’re going to have some under- 
standing of each other’s lives that then allows our community 
to be more expansive and the heart of our city gets larger, it’s 
more welcoming to more people who call it home. 

Mills: But don’t you think that we as artists think about things 
in very compassionate ways to begin with? Human rights is a 
very important issue to me, as I’m sure it is to you. Gay rights 
is a very important issue to me. Reforming health care in this 
country is a very important issue to me personally. 

Steakley: Because we all have artists who have none. 

Mills: Yeah. And I think that there’s no way to dissociate that 
aspect of ourselves from what it is we produce and the way we

produce it. And that’s really an important aspect of it. I mean, 
sometimes even when you’re doing those [lighter] performances, 
it comes from the point of view that is a vehicle for these ideas. 
Johnson: Ours is a communal art by its nature. We have a 
company of voices at the center of our organization, but even 
at the highest professional level, there is something about 
choral music that remains an amateur art in the best sense of 
that word. We’re about fellowship, and we often view that as a 
living representation of community in a sort of odd and won- 


derful way, when people with very different energies, personali- 
ties, temperaments, training, come together for the discipline 
of this chamber music that we call choir. 

Audience 

Johnson: I think there’s something about the audiences here. I 
often say - and I promised myself I would stop saying it - 1 expe- 
rience our audiences to be deeply listening audiences. There’s a 
deep interest in engagement. Part of it’s I think what we do and 
part of it’s coming from the city itself. This is an oasis for a lot of 
people; many people from many segments of society come here 
to find something, to experience something for themselves. 
Steakley: That for me has a lot to do with the live music that 
is so much a part of Austin. Concert audiences in this com- 
munity are different than in Dallas or Houston, in terms of the 
interaction between that performer onstage and that audience. 
Whenever my colleagues come from another city, they are 
always amazed at that audience energy between the crowd and 
performer. Because I think that people are open to that engage- 
ment, but I feel they got trained there [seeing live music] . I feel 
like that’s what built that vibe. I’m surprised at how people will 
be so spontaneously vocal - and I know we provoke it in our 
theatre, but at the same time, I feel like people come crying for 
that sort of visceral, out-loud experience and response. 
Johnson: I think that’s really true. And one of the things I also 
love about live music is that any sense of artifice or falseness is 
just not possible to maintain. If there’s ever something that’s 
[false] , people just read it right away, and I’m so grateful for 
that. It keeps it very fresh. We say that we want to take our 
work very, very seriously but never ourselves seriously. 

Mills: I agree with that, but I also think that - when I moved 
here, I was really caught off guard by the familiarity of the com-

munity itself; it’s like it was a small town. Clearly everybody 
didn’t know everybody else, but I come from a very, very small 
town, so I know what that feels like, and that’s what it felt like 
to me. And even though the community has grown by leaps 
and bounds, and technology has changed everything about the 
city, it still has that attitude. Audiences say: “That’s my ballet. 
That’s my Conspirare or Zach Scott.” They have a real pride in 
the organization. 

Johnson: I think we want to keep taking the very, very best 
from that, the rich level of engagement. We have incredible 
opportunities here to deepen this city culturally. If we can just 
keep letting it not be about ourselves and our art and building 
it about the art. 

Mills: And don’t you find it more possible here in Austin? 
Johnson: Truly. Yes, yes. 

Mills: I just feel like I’ve been able to grow so much here - and 
been challenged and challenged myself - in ways that I perhaps 
would not have in a differ- 
ent environment. The audi- 
ence here does not sit back 
and say: “I need Swan Lake. 

I need Giselle right now.” 

They say: “Okay, that was 
clever. Now I need to see 
something new. What are 
you thinking about? What 
are you doing?” And they’re 
genuinely interested in new 
work in ways that took me 
by surprise. And I was grate- 
ful for it certainly, because I 
was only interested in new 
work. I think the commu- 
nity is a great community, 
but it also challenges us 
to think about things in 
ways that many small cities 
might not. 

Steakley: I do think 

there’s a large component 
that embraces what’s new. 

And then there are those 
who are wanting to pre- 
serve the Austin that was. I think about that line in Keepiri It 
Weird when Liz Carpenter said, “How do we hang onto our 
soul and still grow and mature as a city?” We’re each finding 
that way to push a boundary with a work that’s new, and part 
of what comes with that is failure occasionally. There has to be 
a willingness of the audience to take that risk and experience 
a failure. I look at some things I would point to as being really 
dismal box-office for us that, if we had not had those experi- 
ences artistically, [the audience] wouldn’t have ever had that 
Laramie Project two years later that they loved and embraced. 
Because the artists learned in that artistically rigorous and chal- 
lenging piece the tools to create that later experience. 
Johnson: You’re so right. That’s a very important part of com- 
munity, to take those risks that always pay us back eventually. 
And I think audiences are getting up to it, as we really continue 
to encourage dialogue with the community. You don’t need to 
love it all, but be engaged with it. Let’s be in conversation. 


Time 

AC: You all seem to have been very conscious of time, sometimes 
working carefully toward special projects that require certain 
resources or that you want audiences to experience. I think of Emily 
in Our Town wanting to be aware of every minute that passes. 
Does time drive you? 

Steakley: When I think about my time initially as an artistic 
director versus now, there’s much more time devoted to fund- 
raising, because our organization is growing; the board is larger, 
so there are different demands on that time; and just like there 
are greater expectations of Austin and what our city’s going to 
deliver, there are greater expectations of the professionalism 
[at Zach] and the experience [it will deliver] . And as a young 
artistic director who was single versus the person with a family, 
the change also happens in who we are and how we spend our 
time. What I find challenging is to make all those moments 


have meaning: the moments with family, the moments with 
a patron, the moments in the rehearsal room. The thing you 
asked when I got here, “Were you able to enjoy The Laramie 
Project: 10 Years Later?” - that’s a really important thing to me. 
Because if I can’t be present and enjoy that work, I don’t want 
to do it. If I can’t also be an audience to the moment, then 
that’s not how I want to spend my time. 

Johnson: As an artist it’s important to access that aliveness that 
is so much about being present. I was visiting about that with 
the composer who was here this weekend, Robert Kyr. We talk- 
ed about how many artists [get trapped] because of, “That was 
a magical moment, well, let’s re-create that the next night and 
the next night and the next.” After that one night, it becomes 
a concept, and you sort of chase down the concept, and some- 
times you reach a dead end. But if there’s that sense of aliveness 
in the performance, you can be constantly bringing freshness to 
it. I find that very much in demand in the work we do. 


Mills: Also, when you’re working in staging a well-known 
piece, you’re working with people who may not have touched 
this piece ever, so you’re teaching, and you’re mentoring, and 
you’re coaching. The piece becomes alive in that way if you 
approach it from that direction. If you go into the studio to 
teach steps, that’s teaching steps; that’s not interesting. 

And because we’re all doing big seasons, every piece isn’t 
going to be new. So the dancers have to revisit work, the artists 
have to revisit work, the audience has to revisit work some- 
times as well, because there’s so much to learn about them 
every time you revisit them. It’s difficult, but we’re artists. This 
is what we get up and do every day. And this is the contribu- 
tion we make to our community. 

I’m taking this philosophy class, and we’re reading about 
Plato, and in The Republic, he’s talking about the way you build 
a state is that everybody does what they do. A doctor is only a 
physician. People who make bread only make bread. People who 

make theatre only make 
theatre. So we’re contrib- 
uting to the community 
because we’re doing what 
we do. That’s the way you 
make your contributions, 
and they are as valid as 
anybody else’s. 

AC: I think back to your 
comment about making 
dances as opposed to being 
in politics. People are pro- 
foundly affected by your 
work because art creates a 
way in that we don’t have 
in any other part of society. 
Like The Laramie Project. 
People may hear what’s 
being said in that play in 
a way that, if they were 
watching a documentary 
film or reading a newspa- 
per, wouldn’t get through. 
There’s that opening. And 
it’s there in entertainment, 
too, as well as in the more 
socially relevant sorts of projects. Sometimes we need an opening 
into our lives that can only come through the arts. 

Mills: Art allows you to hear difficult information about yourself 
that somebody telling you, you might think offensive of them. 
Steakley: Something you can’t realize in your own life or that 
society as a whole can’t put forward can be presented onstage 
in a way that’s safe by example, and you get to experience what 
that’s like. What’s it like if everybody’s truly equal? You don’t 
feel that in your day-to-day, but you have the opportunity to 
engage in the possibility of what that is. 

Mills: Like with Light. Ultimately, it was about human rights 
and Holocaust survivors. And it was about the mistreatment of 
African-Americans through slavery, and it was about discrimi- 
nation against gay people, and it was about unfair practices 
against women. You know what I mean? You can see those 
things based upon where you are. I hope, with a question. It 
begins a conversation. It doesn’t end a conversation. ■

The gimmick: Cute ani- 
mals plus bilious snark, 
proving you can have your 
cake and eat it too. 

The goods: Just as he 
does on his wildly popu- 
lar website FUPenguin.

Gasteier fills F U , Penguin 
with snaps of adorable 
animals both domestic 
and wild - you know, 

the kinds that have launched a thousand 
ICanHasCheezburgers - and then snaps 
back at them, with withering cutdowns hand- 
ed out to “self-satisfied lambs” and “jaded 
hipster owls.” 

Lost in translation: There’s really no way of 
conveying the pure pleasure of F U , Penguin 
without reproducing in toto the insanely cute 
pictures coupled with Gasteier’s fun foul- 
mouthery, but we’ll try: Imagine a squirrel 
standing on all fours, looking for all the world 
like a fresh-faced Boy Scout just hopping to 
help a senior citizen across the street. And 
then Gasteier’s riposte: “Squirrels that try to 
be productive members of society can suck it.’

During our 
conversation, both Ruben and Juanita expressed 
their appreciation for the support of loyal custom- 
ers during their 21 years in business. They extend 
an invitation to all their friends to drop in to the 
restaurant during the next two weeks for some 
award-winning salsas and family hospitality... A 
multicity book tour brings bestselling author (Julie 
& Julia) and former Austinite Julie Powell back to 
town to sign copies of her new book, Cleaving: A 
Story of Marriage , Meat , and Obsession (Little, 
Brown; $24.99), at BookPeople (603 N. Lamar) 
this Sunday, Dec. 6, at 5pm. Fans of Powell’s first 
book and this summer’s charming romantic come- 
dy based on it will be in for a shock where the 
new work is concerned. “Cleaving” is one of a 
very few words in the English language with two 
opposite meanings, and both work as metaphors 
in Powell’s story, as she learns to butcher meat 
as an apprentice in a family-owned butcher shop 
in the Catskills in New York while cleaving to a 
marriage seriously threatened by self-inflicted 
cuts. The twinkling lights, idealized movie version 
of the Powells’ marriage is not a feature of this 
memoir - in fact, the bruised (and bruising) 
descriptions of Julie’s obsessive adulterous rela- 
tionship with a former college lover are guaran- 
teed to make you squirm. Though Powell’s fero- 
cious self-revelation will make some readers 
uncomfortable, for me the book was saved by her 
depiction of the testosterone-infused camaraderie 
at Fleisher’s market and her emergence as a 
mature woman who discovered how things fit 
together by taking them apart. In a phone inter- 
view from her new cottage in the Catskills, Powell 
talked about how her experience working in the 
butcher shop made her a real meat snob. “Now if 
I don’t get meat from Fleisher’s or the 
Greenmarket so I know where and how it was 
raised, I just won’t eat it,” she says. Her arrival 
during Austin’s annual Eat Local Week couldn’t 
be better timed... So many invitations this week, 
what with the Face-Lift Unveiling Party at the 
Cedar Door (201 Brazos, 473-3712, 
www.cedardooraustin.com), the media party at the new 
Red’s Porch (3508 S. Lamar, 440-7337, 
www.redsporch.com), and the soft opening of the 
much-anticipated 24 Diner (Sixth & Lamar, 
www.24diner.com), all before the Eat Local Week whirl- 
wind starts... The patriarch of one of Austin’s leg- 
endary merchant families has died. Austin natives 
Theodore Jabour and his identical twin brother, 
Arthur, became namesakes of and inspiration for 
the large local Twin Liquors chain that grew out of 
their family’s Downtown package stores and tav- 
erns. After a life defined by excellent customer and 
community service, Theodore Jabour passed away 
last week at the age of 88. We extend our sincere 
condolences to his entire extended family. 
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Building a Bookshelf 

In my estimation, one of the best perks of this job has always been the review copies of 
cookbooks sent by publishers every spring and fall. In the early days of the job, I tried to keep 
them all, but as my bookshelves filled up and my house became overwhelmed with stacks of 
books, I realized the joy in sharing. Now I distribute some of the bounty to the contributing 
Food writers and other local food professionals. In general, it works something like this: 
Restaurant chef books and anything Asian to Mick Vann, culinary history and interesting per- 
sonal memoirs to MM Pack, gardening and canning for Claudia Alarcon, wine and cocktail 
books to Wes Marshall, ethnic foods and anything that harkens back to America’s past to Kate 
Thornberry, cooking with kids and food scholarship to Rachel Feit, and I still keep most of the 
baking and dessert books for myself.

You can watch Top Chef and Hell’s Kitchen till 
your eyes are crossed, but TV cooking shows 
don’t really give you an accurate and complete 
view of how a restaurant kitchen really oper- 
ates, and they reveal nothing of how the busi- 
ness end of the restaurant is run. On the Line 
does both, with amazing revelation and focus. 
Eric Ripert is chef and partner of Le Bemardin, 
a Michelin three-star seafood eatery in New 
York City. 

The book opens with a history of Ripert’s 
career and Le Bernardin and quickly pro- 
vides the reader with the ultimate backstage 
pass into the inner workings of every stage of 
the restaurant kitchen and dining room. 

Each station is described in detail - 
illustrating the tools and equip- 
ment involved, the product dealt 
with, the personnel and their 
duties - all reinforcing how 
each stage contributes to a total 
team experience. 

Especially fascinating are the 
details of how a dish is con- 
ceived and perfected before it gets 
served and a comprehensive look into 
the tightly synchronized mayhem of a night 
on the line. Ripert also explains the dining 
room and the lengths gone to in providing 
a polished dining experience. He also 
addresses the business side of the trade, a 
subject seldom covered in print beyond 
professional culinary manuals. The book 
finishes with 50 recipes, which are clearly 
written and well- organized but not intended 
for the amateur. 

For anyone who aspires to be associated 
with the restaurant business in any way, this is 
required reading. For anyone who loves cook- 
ing or eating out, it provides riveting insight 
and a most enjoyable read. - Mick Vann

Laura Kelley’s expe- 
riences from extensive 
travels throughout 
Asia and her fascinat- 
ing food and travel 
blog produced the 
basis for The Silk Road 
Gourmet, Volume One, 
the first of a three- 
volume set covering 
30 different cuisines 
of Asia. In each locale, she researched and col- 
lected recipes from home and market cooks, 
to be tested in her home kitchen upon her 
return. Volume One covers Georgia, Armenia, 
Azerbaijan, Iran, Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
Bangladesh, India, and Sri Lanka, some of 
which are grossly underrepresented 
in Western cookbooks. 

Kelley provides a culinary 
collision of flavors that at first 
glance might seem disparate, 
but closer examination under 
her microscope reveals how 
spices and influences flow 
effortlessly between borders, 
developed over centuries of trade 
between the Black Sea and the 
Pacific. Each section opens with a brief 
overview of cooking methods, spices and 
flavors, and culinary history. The well- writ- 
ten recipes are logical and easy to follow, 
with few taking more than 30 minutes to 
prepare - ideal for cooks of any skill level. 
To Kelley’s credit, the dishes offer authenti- 
cally bold flavors, and the only concession 
has been to adopt modern utensils of the 
Western kitchen. 

We tried chicken with apricots in lemon 
pepper sauce: simple to make and assertively 
delicious, aromatic, and satisfying. If every 
dish is as good as this Afghani gem, Kelley’s 
book will prove priceless. - M.V 
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PARKER’S WINE BARGAINS 

THE WORLD'S BEST WINE VALUES UNDER $25 

by Robert M. Parker Jr. 

Simon & Schuster, 512 pp., $17.99 (paper) 

If you’ve ever used a 100-point ranking scale for wine, 
you can say a quiet word of thanks to its inventor, wine 
critic Robert Parker. While thousands of winemakers 
whose wines score 89 or lower curse his name, nearly all 
of those with wines scoring more than 90 bless him. For 
more than 30 years, he’s operated with the type of self- 
assured zeal usually reserved for a religious zealot, except, 
ironically, he’s been a crusader for wine and on the side 
of lusty sensuousness. 

One sure way to sell your $ 1 ,000-a-bottle wine is by 
having a rave review from Parker. For that reason, Parker 
has every expensive wine on earth slung his way, some- 
thing reflected in the magazine The Wine Advocate, where 
the average price seems to be unobtainable. 

That’s why it’s such a pleasure to see him slumming it 
with the rest of us with his new book on wines priced at 
less than $25. Instead of wasting time going over Wine 
101, Parker and a few of his Advocate contributors charge straight into telling us their favor- 
ite budget wines by country. Best of all are eight pages in the back of the book with a list of 
the best of the best, separated by color and density: Every wine on Parker’s short list is 
worth trying at least once. - Wes Marshall 

THE CONCISE WORLD ATLAS OF WINE 

by Hugh Johnson & Jancis Robinson 
Mitchell Beazley, 352 pp., $29.99 (paper) 

Most folks see wine as a simple beverage or a part of a meal. But 
for a few, it’s much more - an amalgamation of flavors, aromas, 
memories of places visited, and ideas for places yet to come. Hugh 
Johnson and Jancis Robinson’s Concise World Atlas of Wine is for the 
people who have fallen hard for the entire experience and who know 
that geography, weather patterns, and Appellation d’Origine Controlee, 
or AOC, regulations play an important role in understanding why a 
Napa chardonnay tastes different from one from Burgundy. 

The authors also wrote The World Atlas of Wine (Mitchell Beazley, 2008, now in its sixth 
printing since 1971), a mammoth 12-inch-by- 10-inch tome weighing in at 5 pounds, and 
thus a little tough to take on a trip. The Concise World Atlas of Wine is packable, and it 
sacrifices little in the way of information, though armchair travelers might miss the wealth 
of pictures in the original. The maps are definitive, the information is authoritative, and 
the authors have an unmatched ability to present solid information without ever sounding 
supercilious. Highly recommended for the oenophile on your list. - WM.

In my work as a private chef, I was once prepar- 
ing the first dinner for a new client. The house- 
hold’s 5-year-old edged into the kitchen. “So,” 
she said, skeptically, “are you Jewish?” “Uh, no,” 
I replied, thinking fast. “But I can cook Jewish.” 
While a glib answer might satisfy a kinder- 
gartner, Jewish cooking is not so simple a propo- 
sition. It’s a multifaceted culinary arena based 
on religious observance and food laws, family 
tradition, geographic location, available ingredi- 
ents, and the creativity of individual cooks. Over 
the centuries, wherever Jews have settled across 
the globe, they’ve absorbed and adapted local 
flavors into the culinary customs and dietary 
regulations that traveled with them. 


There are many terrific books about Jewish 
cooking, but Tina Wasserman, longtime Dallas 
cooking teacher, chef, and food writer, skill- 
fully tackles this vast subject with fresh eyes. 
She provides interesting context for virtually 
every recipe, explaining when and why Jews 
settled in a region and how dishes evolved 
there. I learned much about the historic roles 
Jews played in international food trade - 
oranges in the Middle East, spice routes across 
Asia, vanilla and cacao in the Caribbean. 

The book’s 275 recipes range from the rela- 
tively familiar Jewish cuisines of Russia, 
Europe, and the Mediterranean to less well- 
known dishes developed by inhabitants of 
Southeast Asia, China, and Latin America. 
Wasserman includes some of her own Texas 
adaptations, which she says are “no different 
than what our ancestors did when they arrived 
in a new country; take what’s locally available, 
add personal preference and experience to the 
mix, and make sure it conforms to kashrut.” 
This book is a cornucopia of tasty dishes

Useful for beginners or accomplished bakers, 
this book is a worthy addition to any culinary library.

Baking Kids Love, by Cindy Mushet (Andrews McMeel Publish- 
ing, 128 pp., $20) Following up last year’s award-winning The 
Art & Soul of Baking, California pastry chef Mushet’s new work 
is a collection of recipes that are tested and approved by her 
10-year-old daughter. The instructions are easy to follow, many 
techniques are illustrated with photos, and the spiral binding 
and easy-wipe cover make the book very (kid) user friendly. An 
inspiring gift for young bakers. 

Unforgettable Desserts: More Than 140 Memorable Dessert 
Recipes for All Year Round, by Dede Wilson (John Wiley & 

Sons, 304 pp., $29.95) I consider a cookbook a worthwhile 
investment if it contains at least one recipe I want to add to 
my culinary repertoire. So far, Wilson’s new collection of des- 
sert recipes has three - the simple and elegant sugar crunch 
cake, the Almond Mounds of Joy Cake that evokes a favorite 
candy, and the dramatic (and time-consuming) clementine 
chocolate almond torte. She offers great personal tips and 
chocolate suggestions, too.

Legendary editor Judith 
Jones, in addition to editing a 
host of culinary superstars 
including Julia Child, Edna 
Lewis, and James Beard, also writes books of 
her own. In her wildly successful memoir, The 
Tenth Muse: My Life in Food, Jones wrote about 
cooking for oneself, warning that a subtle con- 
spiracy among the food industry, anti-feminist 
sources, and a pleasure-hating diet industry 
had convinced women living alone that “it 
wasn’t worth it” to cook for themselves. 

In The Pleasures of Cooking for One, Jones 
takes on this cultural message and refutes it 
utterly. She enthusiastically illustrates exactly 
how to cook delicious, nourishing, and soul- 
satisfying meals for oneself, for a mere fraction 
of the money one would spend dining out. 

She begins with the sorts of pots and pans 
that are most useful for one person and pro- 
ceeds to what ingredients are good to have on 
hand in the pantry, freezer, and refrigerator. 
Then she illustrates how to use up every bit of 
food you buy, with recipes to transform a sin- 
gle chicken, steak, or other major ingredient 
into three or more entirely different meals. For 
instance, lamb chops can be grilled one day 
and the leftover chops made into lamb and 
lentils the next and finished as a lamb curry. 
She has worked out ingenious systems to keep 
time, effort, and cost truly minimal while turn- 
ing out the most rewarding meals possible. 
The book also includes recipes for soups, egg 
dishes, vegetables, and desserts that are appro- 
priate for the single cook. 

Best of all, The Pleasures of Cooking for One 
is suitable for any single person of any gender, 
whether heading to college at 18 or widowed 
at 83. - Kate Thornberry

Texas author Suneeta Vas- 
wani lives, writes, and teaches 
Indian cooking in Houston, with occasional 
forays into Austin for seminars and guest chef 
cameos. I was fortunate enough to sample her 
cooking at the Stonehouse Vineyard luncheon 
during the Texas Hill Country Wine & Food 
Festival this past spring. She prepared her 
chicken tandoori salad as the first course of the 
sold-out luncheon, and I wasn’t the only per- 
son to collar her afterward and plop down the 
cash for this comprehensive and gorgeous 
cookbook, her latest, and most likely her mag- 
num opus. 

Vaswani grew up in India, living there until 
her children were in their teens, and has contin- 
ued to travel to India frequently over the years, 
to visit family, to research her books, and most 
recently to conduct culinary tours. Because she 
regularly teaches Indian cooking to American 
beginners, her recipes are literally foolproof. 
Clear, concise, and simple to follow, they pro- 
duce dishes so fresh and authentic that it just 
may ruin Indian restaurants for you, because 
you will be able to easily do better at home. 

Each region of the vast Indian subcontinent 
is unique, with differing climates and folk- 
ways, which Vaswani illuminates with her 
vivid commentary that, like her recipes, is 
concise and never overwhelming. The recipes 
are also masterfully arranged; though grouped 
in sections such as “Appetizers” and “Seafood,” 
each of the 350 recipes is color-coded to des- 
ignate which region produced it, deepening 
the cook’s understanding while mastery of the 
cuisine is achieved. The Complete Book of 
Indian Cooking also contains more than 100 
stunning photos of Indian dishes, produce, 
farms, and markets to inform the text. 

This book makes a fabulous gift for anyone 
interested in Indian cuisine. Suitable for begin- 
ners as well as advanced cooks, it far surpasses 
most other Indian cookbooks in both scope 
and usability. -K.T 


READY, STEADY, SPAGHETTI 

COOKING FOR KIDS AND WITH KIDS 

by Lucy Broadhurst 
Andrews McMeel Publish- 
ing, 192 pp., $19.99 (paper) 

I’ve noticed that foods 
kids like can be divided into 
three main categories. The 
first involves some combi- 
nation of starch, tomatoes, 
and cheese. Think pastas, 
pizzas, and nachos. The second includes 
foods that come in nifty little packages. 
Dumplings, spring rolls, pies, and frittatas fall 
into this category. Then, of course, there are 
sweets, such as cakes, cookies, brownies, and 
candies. Ready, Steady, Spaghetti is a new cook- 
book for kids that taps into these three catego- 
ries in a big way. 

This colorful, brightly photographed vol- 
ume is a perfect cookbook for a budding 
young chef and his or her parents. Here are 
child-friendly recipes for stir-fried rice, spa- 
ghetti carbonara, spaghetti with tomato sauce, 
spring rolls, spinach and ricotta cannelloni, 
oven-baked chicken, guacamole, even recipes 
for risotto and potato gnocchi. 

Not surprisingly, nearly half of the recipes in 
this book are for sweet treats. Some are quite 
clever: star-shaped cookies that sandwich 
chocolate filling and Popsicle sticks to form 
miniature fairy wands; Jell-O cups decorated 
with paper parasols, crumbs, and candies to 
resemble miniature beach scenes; or choco- 
late-dipped bananas on a stick. Just about all 
the desserts, from the pecan tartlets to the tiny 
eclairs, are meant to be miniaturized. 

The recipes are basic; most have only five to 
10 ingredients and can be prepared within an 
hour. Simple, half-page to one-page instruc- 
tions cater to child-sized attention spans, so 
that theoretically, kids can prepare these reci- 
pes themselves. In reality, don’t be surprised if 
yours comes running in asking what “finely 
diced” means or wondering what a bamboo 
steamer is. Most kids will need some parental 
guidance. But this cookbook allows children 
and their parents to discover the joys of cook- 
ing perennial favorites with few tears and a 
whole lot of fun. - Rachel Text

PETER REINHART'S ARTISAN 
BREADS EVERY DAY FAST AND EASY 
RECIPES FOR WORLD-CLASS BREADS 

by Peter Reinhart 

Ten Speed Press, 224 pp., $30 

There’s something so elemental about 
homemade bread. But bread baking requires 
patience and attention, 
two traits that are in short 
supply among many home 
cooks these days. In Art- 
isan Breads Every Day, 
renowned baker Peter Rein- 
hart has set out to make 
homemade bread more 
accessible for everyone. 

The subtitle is a bit misleading, because let’s 
face it, there are few kitchen tasks that neces- 
sitate more advance preparation than bread 
baking. But Reinhart manages to break down 
the steps so that with a little planning, making 
artisanal breads at home need not monopolize 
an entire weekend. He contends that baking 
bread is easy - “primarily a balancing act 
between time, temperature and ingredients.” 

Reinhart’s sensible, building-block approach 
demystifies the alchemy behind turning yeast, 
flour, and water into something that is more 
than the sum of its parts. Using a few basic 
recipes and techniques, which Reinhart out- 
lines in the first chapters of the book, home 
bakers learn first the methods for successful 
baguettes, ciabattas, and sourdough loaves and 
then how to apply these methods to bagels, 
pretzels, and even habkas. 

Reinhart supplies instructive photo-illustrated 
tips to go along with many of the recipes, such 
as the one for making what he contends are the 
world’s best, flakiest biscuits. The secrets: freeze 
the butter, fold the dough, but otherwise handle 
it as minimally as possible. The result: I had to 
admit these were mighty tasty biscuits. Likewise, 
the book offers illustrated tips for kneading 
bread, carefully explains the difference between 
sticky dough and tacky dough, breaks down the 
steps for making a natural dough starter, and 
demonstrates how to braid challah. For the nov- 
ice, Reinhart’s book is an excellent introduction 
to the world of baking, but even experienced 
bakers will find it handy and informative. -R.F 
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GROWING GOOD THINGS TO EAT 
IN TEXAS PROFILES OF ORGANIC 
FARMERS AND RANCHERS ACROSS 
THE STATE 

by Pamela Walker 
& Linda Walsh 
Texas A&M University 
Press, 184 pp., $23 

If you’re reading this, 
chances are you’ve visited 
a farmers’ market. Maybe 
you’re a regular and depend on market ven- 
dors for weekly vegetables, fruit, meat, and 
cheese. Or perhaps you’re a subscriber to a 
community-supported agriculture endeavor, 
paying a farm up front for a season’s worth 
of fresh produce. You might have wondered 
about the folks on the other side of the ven- 
dors’ tables - who they are, what their lives 
are like. What were their paths to living on 
small farms, following organic practices? 
Does farming support their families? Is it 
satisfying, difficult, discouraging? Does it 
make them happy? 

Walker and Walsh’s book of essays and 
photos answers many such questions. It 
consists of in-depth profiles of 1 1 successful 
farm families around Texas, several in the 
Austin area. Working in tandem, the writer 
and photographer spent three years visiting 
farms, documenting farmers’ lives, and lis- 
tening to their stories. From inland shrimp 
farmers in the Permian Basin to organic cit- 
rus growers in the Rio Grande Valley, the 
subjects are disarmingly candid about financ- 
es, frustrations, and challenges, as well as 
dreams, plans, and relationships with their 
customers, their animals, and the land. 

While the farmers’ profiles represent a 
spectrum of backgrounds, viewpoints, and 
motivations, various commonalities emerge 
throughout. Thoughtful stewardship of the 
land and commitment to organic and sus- 
tainable practices is universal, although the 
high cost of official organic certification is a 
hot topic, and several have opted not to pur- 
sue it. All talk about dealing with govern- 
ment policies and programs designed for 
large-scale conventional producers, not for 
small family farms. Many of the families can’t 
afford health insurance, and they routinely 
make material sacrifices to support their 
farm lifestyle, but despite the challenges, all 
express fundamental satisfaction with their 
choice to farm for a living.

If you’re looking for a gift for a gardener 
who has it all, look no further. This book is 
amazing. Written by three British experts with 
credentials out the roof, this book is the most 
complete compendium of fruits, vegetables, 
and herbs I’ve ever had. Each entry includes 
common and botanical Latin names and an 




introduction discussing the plant’s origins and 
history. In-depth information follows on rec- 
ommended varieties; cultivation; hardiness; 
propagation; growing guidelines; pruning and 
training; companion planting; container grow- 
ing; ornamental and wildlife value; weed, pest, 
and disease control; harvesting and storing; 
and medicinal and culinary uses. Color pho- 
tos aid identification, and witty, funny com- 
ments pepper the serious writing. Every page 
has a bit of new information, previously 
unknown facts, and interesting discoveries. 
Who knew that ajuga flowers had medicinal 
properties? What on earth are greengages? 
Why did it never occur to me that my feijoa 
hasn’t set fruit because it’s not self-pollinating? 

The book finishes with sections on garden 
design, pollination, soil preparation, crop rota- 
tion, greenhouse growing, seed sources, and 
more. Though some of the seasonal mainte- 
nance guidelines may not be 100% accurate for 
us Texans with extreme gardening conditions, 
the information is nonetheless interesting and 
helpful. My only complaint may be that, due to 
its size, it’s not suitable for bedtime reading. 
However, it’s an excellent read on the kitchen 
table, sipping coffee on a weekend morning 
while looking out the window imagining the 
promises in the garden. - Claudia Alarcon

At first I thought, “Really, 
another book on chiles?” 

Then the subtitle “A 
Gardener’s Guide” grabbed 
me. Wow, am I glad. To say 
that I am thrilled to have this book would be 
an understatement. In fact, I would advise 
that if one must only have one book on chil- 
es, this should be it. DeWitt and Bosland 
have outdone themselves, providing chile 
enthusiasts with a wealth of information on 
one of the world’s most beloved fruits. 

Starting with a brief history and a botanical 
overview, the book moves to detailed profiles of 
the 100 most popular chile varieties - grouped 
by species and illustrated with photos that are 
not only eye-pleasing but infinitely helpful for 
clear chile identification. Each variety is described 
in detail, followed by information on how to 
grow it and its different uses, origin, flavor pro- 
file, and heat level. Next comes an incredibly 
comprehensive growing guide, including infor- 
mation on how to make chile bonsai and how to 
create your own hybrids (I’m so trying both next 
summer!), plus loads of information on diagno- 
sis and treatment of diseases and pests. Bosland 
also tells the story of the discovery of the Indian 
“Bhut Jolokia,” acknowledged by Guinness as 
the world’s hottest, packing 1 million Scoville 
heat units (at least double that of habaneras!) . 
Finally, the authors give processing and preserv- 
ing techniques (I’m particularly excited about 
candying and juicing chiles) and recipes for 
everything from appetizers to dessert. This is the 
ultimate gift for any serious chile geek. - C.A.

There’s nothing like the 
holidays to rev up ye olde 
nostalgic spirit, and there’s 
no place like the couch, in 
front of the television, to do 
just that. For those raised on 
TV in the Fifties and Sixties - 
or grew up sucking the nectar 
of this era’s reruns - Merry 
Sitcom!: Christmas Classics 
From TV’s Golden Age provides just enough Americana 
trappings for your Yuletide trip down memory lane. 

The DVD collection of comedy shows offers Christmas 
episodes from seven feel-good TV series: Father Knows 
Best, The Donna Reed Show, McHale’s Navy, Bewitched, 
That Girl, The Flying Nun, and Window on Main Street. 

In the first (and earliest) selection, a 1954 episode of 
Father Knows Best called “The Christmas Story,” actor 
Robert Young (aka Jim Anderson) pines for the days of 
noncommercial Christmases and shakes his 
head in dismay over the self-involved conduct 
of his three children. So he gathers the fam- 
ily and whisks them off to the woods to 
- you’ve guessed it - chop down their own 
Christmas tree. When the car gets stuck 
in a snow drift, the family takes shelter 
in a cabin where they’re forced to spend 
Christmas Eve, much to the children’s cha- 
grin. It’s here, though, that the Anderson fam- 
ily learns the real meaning of Christmas. True, 
it’s ridiculously candy-coated and WASPy, but the episode 
hangs tight and does a fair job of stirring up memories of 
yesteryear. The Donna Reed Show lays out a similar sce- 
nario in “A Very Merry Christmas.” 

Most of the remaining episodes offer a refresh- 
ing break from the straight and narrow, starting with 
McHale’s Navy, the classic sitcom based on the misad- 
ventures of a patrol torpedo boat crew during World War 
II. Cheerfully, three leading women of TV sitcom history 
are included on this compilation: Elizabeth Montgomery, 
in a positively awesome episode of Bewitched (1954’s 
“A Vision of Sugar Plums”); Sally Field as the titular 
character in The Flying Nun ; and Mario Thomas, play- 
ing that girl in That Girl (in an episode that is the least 
entertaining of the bunch). The DVD closes out with an 
odd choice - a downright lugubrious episode of Window 
on Main Street, again with Young - but overall, the Merry 
Sitcom! collection is a must-have treat for baby boomers 
in need of some warm fuzzies this year. - Amy Smith

HEAD OF THE CLASS 

Spike & Mike sets aside its sick 
and twisted ways (for now) with 
New Generation Animation

If you’ve been wondering whatever happened to Spike & 

Mike, the touring three-ring-circus anthology of animation - sick, 
twisted, and otherwise - that used to regularly sell out the 
Alamo Drafthouse every year around this time, you’re not alone. 
Thirty-two years after its conception as the Festival of Animation 
at Riverside, Calif.’s fabled countercultural haven “Mellow 
Manor,” Craig “Spike” Decker and the late Mike Gribble’s ongo- 
ing mission of animated outrage, splendor, and beauty finally 
fell victim to - you guessed it - YouTube and its online ilk. All 
those manic and magical snippets of 24-frames-per-second 
madness that were yearly revelations prior to the advent of LOL- 
monster YouTube in 2005 went, almost overnight, viral via the 
Web, changing the face of short-form animation forever and 
causing Decker to retreat and reconsider his iconic festivals. 

“Definitely. I haven’t really been focusing on the theatrical 
shows over the past couple of years, thanks to [the Internet],” 
admits Decker, speaking from his home in California. “We’ve 
been working on some deals with iTunes and other avenues, but 
you’ve just kind of got to go with the technology, you know?” 

So what does this mean? No more wild nights at the Alamo 
with the perversely daft Dr. Tran; the squirrel ly, X-rated antics of 
the Happy Tree Friends; or - say it ain’t so, G.l. Joe! - Don 
Hertzfeldt’s heartachey, hand-drawn, stick-figure genius in a 
voraciously ribald theatrical setting? That’s harshing the holiday 
mellow for sure. But, dear viewer, all is not lost. Something’s 
coming. Something less sick yet still twisted, something not 
yet, but almost certain to one day be, well, classic: Spike &

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world to feed hungry people doesn’t actually 
solve the problem. There’s a spate of books 
and writing about that now, about how that 
kind of aid has contributed to the problem 
and made it worse. It’s hard to see that on 
the surface - how could shipping food to 
Africa be a bad thing for Africa? - but the first 
thing it does is drive down the prices that 
local farmers make in Africa for their crops 
and drives a lot of them out of business, and 
then you have less people in Africa growing 
food. Obviously, that’s a bad cycle to be in. 
There are solutions there - I mean, the bread 
basket of Africa is Africa: It’s an unbeliev- 
ably fertile continent, and they have massive 
numbers of people who are unemployed and 
need work. It’s a matter of organizing them 
in large-scale small-scale agriculture. It’s not 
about having agribusiness going in there and 
growing grain the way we do in the Midwest; 
it’s about enabling tens of millions of farmers 
to grow produce and doing like they do in 
Bangladesh, requiring anybody who partici- 
pates in international assistance to grow food 
of their own and to provide the seeds to do it. 
Just like everybody in the United States - if 
you don’t grow vegetables in the U.S., you’re 
not paying any attention whatsoever ... to 
food prices or to the quality of food you get 
in the store. So it’s really the same solution: 
You have to grow more food locally. 

But there are a lot of other aspects to food, 
and at the same time, you’ve got the U.N. and 
the World Food Program out there feeding 
100 million people. The really mind-blowing 
thing - talk about optimism - a year ago, when 
we were verifying the stats for the film, 86 mil- 
lion people in the world were being fed by the 
World Food Program, and a year later, it was 
100 million. And some 
of that has to do with 
the rise of food prices 
and fuel prices in the last 
year and a destabilized 
global economy. But it’s 
not by any means a rosy 
scenario. It’s that there 
are solutions out there, 
and it’s not a hopeless 
situation. ... A lot of it 
o comes back down to the

AC: It’s clear from the film that that community 
in Mahiga, Kenya, is especially dear to you. 

TP: It’s interesting, because there are a lot of 
other places where we’ve gotten involved - the 
Kallari project in the Amazon, and we did a 
bunch of wells in Ethiopia. But these kids - I 
don’t know, I really love these kids, and their 
parents reminded me a lot of parents in the 
States, and the only difference was a lack of 


the number of people who die from hunger 
per year, per day, and per minute] . And that’s 
a very powerful piece - that’s Explosions in 
the Sky [playing on the soundtrack], by the 
way, a fabulous Austin band. The numbers are 
really, really shocking. But the food crisis - it’s 
been a long learning curve. We spent about 
30 years kind of realizing that growing food in 
the United States and shipping it around the 


The new advocacy documentary One Peace at a Time opens with a track off of Bob Dylan’s 
1989 album, Oh Mercy, called “Everything Is Broken” - a title that 20 years later feels like a 
statement of fact, not opinion, about the current condition of our planet and its people. But for 
Austin filmmaker Turk Pipkin, it’s more like a clarion call. In 2006, Pipkin - who also boasts 
stand-up comedian, author, and actor on his resume - began screening Nobelity, the documen- 
tary he made with his wife and collaborator, Christy, which asked nine Nobel laureates to say 
where they saw the planet headed. “The whole point of Nobelity was to make a movie about 
smart people looking at global problems,” says Pipkin. “And I realized, well, if you make one 
on global problems, you kinda have to make one on global solutions.” Three years, many conti- 
nents, and even a broken leg later, he’s done just that, turning his camera on issues such as clean 
water, nutrition, and health care in One Peace at a Time, which opens in Austin on Friday. 


Austin Chronicle: I was really 
struck by something said in the film 
by Jody Williams, the Nobel Peace 
Prize winner and anti-landmine 
activist, which was to “ pick an issue 
and take the first step.” Tm curious 
where your first step started - were 
you already involved in activism 
before these films? 

Turk Pipkin: Christy and I have 
always been involved as politi- 
cal activists and also working 
with nonprofits. . . . But from the 
point of view of “Okay, now I’m 
frustrated with where the world 
is going, and I really do want to 
pick an issue that’s important to 
me,” I think those words rang 
[true] pretty much just as you see 
in One Peace at a Time the first 
time I visited the Mahiga school 
in Kenya and saw these kids with 
no water. I’m from West Texas, where water is 
a big issue and is going to be a much bigger 
issue everywhere in Texas, and [after visiting 
Mahiga] , that really became sort of my issue. I 
thought at the time it was water, but I’m real- 
izing now it’s also this community, because 
we built the water system and we got involved 
more deeply with the classroom, and now 
we’re building a high school. 


opportunity, really, and a level of deep poverty 
that they’re dealing with. 

Now that we’re building a high school there 
[with Nobelity Project partner Joseph Mutongu] , 
we’ve been a lot more deeply involved with edu- 
cation issues in general. When you’re building 
a high school, you have to figure out what it is 
that a high school needs [laughs] . 

AC: It seems like this film is part of an emerging 
trend of advocacy documentaries, or social justice 
documentaries, like An Inconvenient Truth, 
Flow: For Love of Water, and the forthcoming 
The End of Poverty. 

TP: Clearly there’s a trend. We’ve been riding 
the wave at the front end on the filmmaking 
side; Nobelity was released in theatres the 
same day as An Inconvenient Truth. ... I think 
that the switch to more specific issue advocacy 
and program advocacy in these films reflects 
a much larger movement, as documentaries 
often do, in that there are just a lot of really 
amazing things going on in the world. And 
they don’t get covered on the news because 
most of them are actually [about] good news, 
and good news is only for Thanksgiving week- 
end, and only if Tiger Woods doesn’t have an 
accident. The news cycle is this limited thing, 
and the chance that something that is about 
optimism, or about charting a better way 
ahead, get[s] in there is very slim. So docu- 
mentaries are a way of reaching out. 

AC: Something I found astonishing about your film 
is that there are awful statistics you expose your 
audience to, but you manage to maintain a sort of 
optimistic, can-do attitude throughout the film. 

TP: The numbers are pretty staggering. If you 
look at the biggest concentration of hard- 
hitting numbers in the movie, it’s probably 
the nutrition segment [which breaks down

Don’t know who Adam Lambert is? He’s 
an American Idol progeny who performed 
his sexually suggestive song “For Your 
Entertainment” on the American 
Music Awards, televised Nov 22. 

During his performance, he kissed 
a male performer, simulated oral 
sex (again, with a man), and did 
other sexually suggestive things. 

Or, so I hear. I didn’t see the 
show. All my attempts to watch 
it online are barred by a message 
saying that due to copyright 
laws, the video is no longer 
available. (Thank you, Dick 
Clark Productions and Sony!) 

Instead, I get to hear about it 
incessantly. The more I hear, 
the more perplexed I get. 

While viewers for all awards 
shows have dropped precipi- 
tously, the AMAs had higher 
than usual ratings (14 million 
viewers, according to the Nielsen 
folks). From that number, some 
1,500 people called ABC to 
complain about Lambert’s per- 
formance, largely due, I suspect, 
to the influence of the Parents 
Television Council, a watch- 
dog group that specializes in 
monitoring prime time and fir- 
ing up the troops to express its 
outrage at what is deemed offensive material. 
From all indications, by the time Lambert’s per- 
formance took place at the end of the show, it 
was past the designated “family viewing time.” 
So the PTC isn’t spending much time watch- 
ing TV elsewhere, it seems. Has it bothered to 
check out daytime soap operas? The few times 
I’ve happened across them, there’s some pretty 
steamy stuff happening - at least, between 
men and women. The same is true of prime 
time, as Alessandra Stanley pointed out in 
The New York Times shortly after the Lambert 
performance, when she reported that “early 
this season Courteney Cox’s character on the 
ABC sitcom Cougar Town was coyly depicted 
performing oral sex on a younger man.” 

In the subsequent tizzy following his per- 
formance, Lambert declared that there’s a 
double standard when it comes to depictions 
of same-sex sex. He’s right. When Madonna, 
Britney Spears, and Christina Aguilera 
shared a girl- on-girl kiss on the MTV Video 
Music Awards in 2003, the uproar consisted 
more of giggling titillation than the kind of 
disgust directed at Lambert. Granted, the 
VMAs aired on cable. The PTC limits its 
purview to broadcast TY apparently believ- 
ing that impressionable young people don’t 
know how to use a remote control.

In the midst of all this hand-wringing, 
I have to say I am pleasantly surprised 
that the PTC has not gone after one of 
my favorite depictions of gay male 
affection on prime-time TV, the 
married couple Kevin and Scotty 
(played by Matthew Rhys and 
Luke Macfarlane) on Brothers 
& Sisters (also on ABC). As 
far as prime-time depictions of 
gay couples go, it is refreshingly 
... ordinary. Kevin and Scotty 
work, they plan, they argue, 
and they (gasp!) kiss - some- 
times quite ardently. While 
I appreciate the gay couple 
over on Modern Family (again, 
also on ABC), they are void of 
any sexual energy. I have seen 
every episode of that hilari- 
ous comedy, and I’ve never 
seen Mitchell and Cameron 
(Jesse Tyler Ferguson and 
Eric Stonestreet) exchange so 
much as a peck on the cheek. 

In the aftermath of 
Lambert’s performance, some 
pundits lamented that it was 
the raw aggressiveness of the 
depiction that was so trou- 
bling. If so, that only makes 
the next move by ABC that 
much more perplexing. The 
Monday after the AMAs, Lambert was “unin- 
vited” from appearing on the ABC chat show 
Good Morning America. His “unpredictabil- 
ity” in a five setting was cited as the cause. 
The network followed up his cancellation by 
announcing it had booked a five performance 
by Chris Brown, the singer convicted of 
beating up his girlfriend, Rihanna. Okay, 
now I get it: Aggressiveness is okay as long 
as a woman’s body is a punching bag. For 
a group that is intent on monitoring poor 
messages on TV the fact that the PTC made 
nary a peep about that turn of events is head- 
shaking. (In the wake of protests from gay 
and women’s rights advocates, Good Morning 
America eventually canceled Chris Brown’s 
appearance, too; he’ll appear in a 20/20 inter- 
view with Robin Roberts Friday.) 

So here’s an idea: If the PTC or parents 
or anyone else is offended by what they see, 
read, or hear, why don’t they stop consuming 
the offensive material and turn their atten- 
tion elsewhere? I can pretty much guarantee 
that, in the end, all the brouhaha the PTC 
launched over Lambert is not going to hurt 
him as much as it would like to think.

The local venue landscape is shifting 
faster than the weather. Since last check- 
ing in (“Off the Record/’ Oct. 23), club 
Mixx has shuttered. Some remaining dates, 
most notably Hug’s peep show on Friday, 
Dec. 4, with Coma in Algiers and Elvis, 
have rebounded over to Headhunters. 
Meanwhile, Transmission Entertainment 
has let go of the lease on Sixth Street’s 
Radio Room. “The capacity wasn’t much 
bigger that what we have at Mohawk,” 
concedes partner James Moody. Here’s 
an updated scouting report on musical 
real estate. 


VALHALLA (710 Red River) 

In Norse mythology, Valhalla is essen- 
tially the drinking hall for Vikings who died 
in combat, a fitting name and metaphor for 
the new rock & roll lounge that replaced 
Room 710. Like Red 7’s indoor area, the 
remodeled club boasts a jukebox, pool 
tables, air hockey upstairs, and at least 
one claim to fame: “The nicest bathrooms 
on Red River,” concludes owner John 
Wickham of Elysium, who plans on add- 
ing a second-story smoking deck. 

THE HIGHBALL (1142 S. Lamar) 

Not only is the Highball the best place 
in town to sip a White Russian, the 
Drafthouse’s retro bowling alley also has 
a 300-capacity subsection, and its low-lit 
ambience and 1970s Vegas ballroom 
style make it ideal for smaller shows, 
such as last month’s hip-hop doublehead- 
er of Themselves and Eyedea & 
Abilities, booked by Transmission 
Entertainment. Expect lots of themed 
karaoke and dance parties, including the 
Action Pack’s monthly 1980s night, Bust 
a Move, this Saturday, Dec. 5. 


ENCORE (611 E. Sixth) 

The club formerly known as 
Spiros has been split into two dis- 
tinct entities, the larger of which - 
Encore - is scheduled to open this 
weekend with what appears to be a 
dance-oriented format. The neigh- 
boring Barbarella is an extension 
of Orlando, Fla.’s longstanding 
Independent Bar, with themed DJ 
nights (Wednesday-Saturday), and 
is helmed primarily by manager 
Harvey Graham, who notes, “It 
has more of a Sixth Street vibe 
than Red River.” 


Just Like Honey 


Who says MySpace is dead? On the strength of its online presence 
alone, local shoegazers Ringo Deathstarr landed a deal with Japan’s 
Vinyl Junkie Recordings, which issued the quartet’s debut full-length, 
Sparkler, collecting the reverb reveries from the band’s killer 2007 EP, a 
UK 7-inch, and a few unreleased songs. “They have a display of us set 
up at Virgin Records in Tokyo,” relays singer/guitarist Elliott Frazier, 
fresh off a label-sponsored tour of the Land of the Rising Sun. This 
week, the band also released a split 7-inch with Depreciation Guild on 
Club AC30, coinciding with the band’s European jaunt and an appear- 
ance at the label’s Reverence Festival, for which it left 48 hours after 
returning from Japan. With any luck, a new LP, recorded over weekend 
spurts at the Bubble, will be finished by the end of the year and hopeful- 
ly ensure that the group gains similar traction stateside. “We’re trying to 
do more pop and more noise at the same time,” Frazier concludes. “We 
want to write catchy songs but without losing our noise-y, punk edge. I 
want to force people to hear some guitar feedback.” 


American Beauty 

Lyricist Robert Hunter has penned a new chapter in the 
Grateful Dead’s long, strange trip for 7 Walkers, the budding 
project between Austin’s Papa Mali and Dead drummer Bill 
Kreutzmann, which premiered at the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival in October. “Hunter always set the Dead apart, 
that great catalog of songs he wrote with Jerry Garcia,” relates 
Malcolm Welbourne, better known as Papa Mali. “Every time 
he sends me lyrics, I sit and stare at them until they begin to 
speak to me. They’re so rich in character and lively with 
Louisiana references. It’s a challenge to come up with music 
that’s not only appropriate but worthy of his literary process.” 

7 Walkers, rounded out by Austin keyboardist Matt Hubbard 
and Reed Mathis of Tea Leaf Green, is currently recording 
its self-titled debut, tentatively set for a February release and 
meeting halfway between Papa Mali’s swamp-blues and 
Kreutzmann’s jazz-influenced psychedelia. “People are excited 
to see something from the Dead that’s not a cover band,” 
enthuses Welbourne, who first met Kreutzmann last year at the 
annual Oregon Country Fair. “I’ve never been one of those 
guys that has posters of Jerry on my wall or tries to play like 
him, and that’s one of the reasons this works.”

O “ A wal1 of noise can go a long way 
towards smoothing over your differences,” 
acknowledges bassist Jeff Copas, confirm- 
ing last week’s announcement of a Sixteen 
Deluxe reunion - with guitarists Carrie 
Clark and Chris “Frenchie” Smith and 
longtime drummer Steven Hall - at South 
by Southwest 2010 after a decadelong hia- 
tus. “I’ve already lost hearing just typing 
this.” The reunion also marks the 15-year 
anniversary of the local supernova’s Trance 
Syndicate debut, Backfeed Magnet babe, 
and there’s a good cause involved, too: a 
benefit for the SIMS Foundation at 
Mohawk on March 12, 2010.

Internet killed the radio star, Internet killed 
indie record stores, Internet killed picture book 
connoisseurs. Once, tombstone-sized rock & roll 
leaf-throughs propped up lopsided coffee tables 
as conduits to our idols, alternate family albums 
collecting images from across decades of Life, 
Rolling Stone, Creem. Debbie Harry became to 
Hit Parader what Betty Grable had been to World 
War II. Today, there’s Google’s image search. 

Obsession powers the Internet as much as 
search engines and pom. Bandwidth determines 
just how TMZ our cyber communities choose 


to be. Everything 
after that depends on 
your ink-jet color printer. 

Tacking up a copy of Keith 
Richards standing under a bulletin that 
reads, “Patience Please ... A Dmg Free 
America Comes First!” proves no more 
complicated than a few keystrokes. 

Kill your idols, but collect their icons. 
Download it, stream it, bum it for free. 

Then buy the vinyl for posterity. Records 
include digital doppelgangers now any- 
way. Fetish means never having to say 
you’re out of shelf space. Encyclopedias, 
history books - can the bookcase sup- 
port another 16 pounds of new visual music 
ephemera at this late date? 

Thurston Moore’s essay on Grunge credits 
the titular term to Sub Pop staffer Megan 
Jasper: “On one hand, that word was ridicu- 
lous, horrible, completely straight-up dumb, 
and on the other hand, [it was] just beauti- 
ful: a smart and amusing shmg within the 
American scream-dream.” 

Scholarly and stylish, Sonic Youth’s architect 
supplies the best insight into black-and-white 
scene documentation by the Seattle imprint’s 
lensman, Michael Lavine, whose first half of 
Grunge stumbles with the early 1980s street 
kids of the Pacific Northwest before Buffalo 
Tom and the writer’s endearingly shabby crew 
appear. Then it’s the deluge: Dino Jr., Pussy 
Galore - Jon Spencer looking like a young 
Daniel Day-Lewis - and an Urge Overkill shot 
glinting a Vegas ghost of the MC5’s Back in the 
USA LP cover steam room.

To see or not to see

Sexy young Breeders, Babes in Toyland, L7’s 
English sheepdog Clairol hair ad, Mudhoney, 
Nirvana, Pearl Jam, Soundgarden, Butthole 
Surfers, and a sensitive solo portrait of Gibby 
Haynes, clean hair and polar bear. Kurt Cobain’s 
junkie complexion toward the end is shocking 
considering the Photoshop charisma on the 
Grunge front. Moore’s band bios at the back 
glimpse the guitarist’s “relentless quest to defy 
expectation and mortality.” His punk thesis 
equivalent to Time Regained remains the Moby 
Dick of unwritten music reference tomes. 

Down the West Coast, more rag-tag post- 
punks get the tour diary treatment in Red Hot 
Chili Peppers: Me and My Friends. Behind-the- 
scenes insightful beginning at 1990’s Mother’s 
Milk, UK snapper Tony Woolliscroft’s portfolio 
becomes one big close-up through his thorough 
documentation of each photo series.

1992 leave a visual bum, but Anthony Kiedis 


riding on the shoulder of 
a temple-sized Samoan 
from the Boo-YaaTR.I.B.E. 
spells t.r.i.b.a.l. The quar- 
tet as light bulbs for 
Woodstock 1994 could 
be Devo, They Might Be 
Giants, or the Residents, 
but the group in Fela Kuti 
suits at Wembley Arena in 
1999 for the last date of 
the Californication UK tour 
bursts pinata. Chateau 
Marmont as backdrop for 
Kiedis’ vocals on By the 
Way and Rick Rubin lying on a couch reading 
fresh lyrics precede Woolliscroft’s LP shoot for 
the career-high disc and match the live shots 
of the individual band members that end the 
book along with a postcard from the singer 
that seals the deal like “Venice Queen” battens 
down By the Way. If all your sock pairs are 
one-member affairs, Me and My Friends is your 
athletic supporter. 

Travelin Man: On the Road and Behind the 
Scenes with Bob Seger - which one’s the day 
job, road hog or photographer? Either or both 
for Tom Weschler, working one of Detroit’s Big 
Four (the others being Motown, the MC5, and 
Iggy Pop) and managing to finish college while 
doing it, including LP design and witness to 
“Turn the Page.” Ramblin’ gamblin’ captions 
and snapshots of behind-the-scenesters accom- 
pany keepers throughout, including such cap- 
tures as Seger’s Beatles haircut and turtleneck 
from 1969, cigarette dangling from his lip.

Children shouldn’t play with dead things, but thank God they 
always have and always will. Some even took snaps of their undead 
endeavors. Case in pointed devil lock: Eric “Eerie Von” Stellmann, 
the Lodi (New Jersey) High pal of legendary Misfits-to-be Jerry 
and Doyle Caiafa who spent much of his time prior to becoming 
Samhain’s bassist amassing a veritable coffinload of spooktacular shots of punk rock’s 
creepiest from the ’Fits to Danzig. Von’s evil eye for imagery was already in full glare 
when Danzig picked him for the Misfits’ legendary “cave” shoot in upstate New York. 
Among other amazements, Misery Obscura includes the original contact sheets with 
Danzig’s handwritten notes. As much a part of the punk rock historical record as Glen E. 
Friedman’s seminal photobook, Fuck You Heroes, Von’s photography is a lavish slab of 
horror rock history accompanied by an informative, unassuming, and frequently hilarious 
running commentary by the manster behind the lens. Straight from Spook City, USA, this 
is as close to finding hell in your stocking as you’re ever going to get. - Marc Savlov 
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Before too many pages, he’s adopted the 
Beautiful Loser long hair and beard, Seger 
presenting an LP sales trophy to CKLW 
deejay Rosalie Trombley, who wouldn’t 
play his music and about whom he wrote 
a tune, famously covered by Thin Lizzy 
Then there’s the money shot: Seger and 
Springsteen backstage, ’78, their first 
meeting, but they look like brothers, one 
long-haired, the other short, both beam- 
ing beauty of the Gods. When a Seger bio 
is finally penned, picture-window installa- 
tion will come courtesy of Weschler. Now 
. . . which LP, Night Moves or Nebraska? 

Last, roll two tie-ins, one for live dyna- 
mite Get Yer Ya-Ya’s Out , newly reissued 
and set-designed by Let It Bleed: The Rolling 
Stones, Altamont, and the End of the Sixties 
tour photographer Ethan Russell, and The 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame: The First 25 
Years: The Definitive Chronicle of Rock & Roll 
by Its Legends, backstory to recent concert 
celebrations for the music mausoleum. 

Kill your idols, 
but collect their icons. 

The only photographer on the 16-man 
crew for the Stones’ 1969 U.S. trek, 
Russell’s dramatic opening account of the 
entourage fleeing the free but fatal tour 
encore as if on the last chopper out of 
Saigon and making it back to his hotel in 
San Francisco by 9pm dominoes into his 
first-person recall of modern rock’s darkest 
morality tale. The author’s contextualiza- 
tion of his visual brands through report- 
ing and new interviews, including Bill 
Wyman, Mick Taylor, and most quotably 
Stanley Booth (“I was in the rafters with 
Gram Parsons . . . we’re smoking this killer 
weed”), add up to a tour de force, a visual 
index to Booth’s masterpiece The True 
Adventures of the Rolling Stones. 

Keith Richards in sunglasses, scarf, shag 
haircut, and Coke patch on his jacket, lean- 
ing up against a water fountain under the 
aforementioned just-say-no signage, takes a 
backseat to Let It Bleed's final hazy shot of 
the Stones posed high on an L.A. hillside, 
as haunting as contemporary pictures from 
the Altamont Speedway today. 

The Rock and Roll Hall of Fame's version 
of music history unfolds via induction and 
acceptance speeches, plus a filing cabinet’s 
worth of publicity band stills and a smat- 
tering of actual photos from the events 
themselves. Pete Townshend’s Stone ven- 
eration of Keith Inc.; Paul McCartney’s 
letter to John Lennon; Little Steven’s Jersey 
folk ballad-type intro of the Rascals landing 
him a call from The Sopranos casting direc- 
tor; Boss Springsteen’s hilarious, on-point 
induction of U2 in 2005; Ice-T’s speech on 
Sire Records’ Seymour Stein; and Metallica’s 
ffetfield & Ulrich killing on their Black 
Sabbath reading: The stuff of legends. Pity 
there are no pictures to match. ■

THE TUMULTUOUS REIGN 
OF NINA SIMONE

As a phrase, Tumultuous Reign has a 
certain ring, the association with dicta- 
tors and religious leaders. Nina Simone 
was caught somewhere in between, 
rejecting the poverty and racial tension 
of her childhood in Tryon, N.C., where 
she was Eunice Waymon, while also 
struggling to stay black and proud among 
the musical elite, where her extraordi- 
nary talents as a singer and pianist put 
her. Author Nadine Cohodas doesn’t 
gloss over Simone’s more corrosive 
moments of militancy and depression, 
but she does cut them with an optimist’s 
scalpel, always trying to see the good 
in Simone’s erratic behavior. Peppered 
throughout are remembrances from 
select family and friends, and Cohodas 
does a fair job drawing out the contrasts 
of Simone’s life, from her classical piano 
tutelage by a white woman to her Atlantic 
City jazz indoctrination in the late 1950s, 
where she became Nina Simone and 
commenced a decades-long tug-of-war 
with audiences and colleagues. For all 
her exhaustive research, Cohodas, who 
also wrote a bio on Dinah Washington, 
another black singer who never quite 
got the credit she deserved, offers little 
in terms of criticism or humor. And yet, 
by the end, after it’s all sunk in, Nina 
Simone rules. - Audra Schroeder

“I wasn’t even almost famous,” writes Chris 
O’Dell. “But I was there.” How “there” 
was she really? That’s her on film, 
one of a handful watching the 
Beatles during their famous roof- 
top concert - the Fab Four’s 
last live performance. On the 
back cover of the Rolling 
Stones’ Exile on Main St., 
that’s her, too. Who else had 
songs written about them by 
both Leon Russell (“Pisces Apple 
Lady”) and George Harrison (“Miss 
O’Dell”)? An indispensable part of the 
rock machinery, from office assistant at 
Apple Records to a Rolling Thunder Revue road 
manager, who slept with compadres including 
Russell, Mick Jagger, Bob Dylan, and Sam 
Shepard, O’Dell wastes no time on setup, no 
chapters on preteen crushes or girlish obses- 
sions. She’s just a bored and unencumbered 
young woman with a sense of adventure in L.A. 
at the right time. Thankfully, she doesn’t get 
preachy about her recovery in 1989 nor does 
she spend much time on ensuing years. Her 
frankness is refreshing and unpretentious, and 
she’s unapologetic about her life in other 
people’s spotlights, as she should be: Her 
presence opened the door for countless young 
women, most of whom will never know how much 
they owe to Miss O'Dell. 

BLUES & CHAOS 

THE MUSIC

ROBERT PALMER

When Robert Palmer 
died in 1997 due to 
complications of liver 
disease, the Rolling 
Stone headline read: 
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- Margaret Moser 
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“America’s Pre-Eminent Music Writer Dead 
at 52.” It was appropriately high tribute to a 
critic who elevated popular music to serious 
and academic study. As contributing editor to 
Rolling Stone in the 1970s and the first chief 
popular music critic for The New York Times, 
as well as author of the seminal Deep Blues, 
Palmer wrote with incomparable authority, his 
encyclopedic knowledge and dogged devo- 
tion to music’s roots broiling with haughty 
humor and inherent understanding not simply 
technical but aesthetic and personal, as he 
battled his own demons alongside rock’s first 
generation. Anthony DeCurtis’ compilation 
of Palmer’s writings showcases his critical 
breadth, from blues and jazz to punk’s 
first screeds and the earliest con- 
siderations of “World Music,” 
all interconnected and fraught 
with intellectual vigor. What 
shines most is the diversity of 
Palmer’s writing style, as rich 
as his subjects and evoked 
in unparalleled studies of 
Ornette Coleman, Richard Hell, 
and Tom Verlaine and uncom- 
promising portraits like “The Devil 
and Jerry Lee Lewis.” Like the critic 
himself, Blues & Chaos is a complex col- 
lection in pursuit of histories endlessly entan- 
gled in the present and always pushing for the 
possibilities of the future. - Doug Freeman 

THE WORLD IN SIX SONGS 

HOW THE MUSICAL BRAIN 
CREATED HUMAN NATURE 

by Daniel J. Levitin

As anyone who 
knows their ABCs 
can attest, songs 
transmit informa- 
tion in a way that 
brands memory. 

In his follow-up to 
2006’s fascinating 
This Is Your Brain 
on Music, musi- 
cian/neuroscientist 
Daniel Levitin sets 
out to demonstrate 
music’s centrality to the development of 
humanity’s more distinguished characteris- 
tics. His unwieldy framework for doing this 
divides all songs into six categories: songs of 
knowledge, friendship, joy, comfort, religion, 
and love. Although Levitin offers plenty of 
personal and historical anecdotes to support 
his categories, this approach ultimately feels 



forced and unsatisfying. Ironically, it’s the 
author’s own compelling descriptions of how 
song structures lend themselves to construc- 
tive memory and representational thinking 
that undermine his reductionist taxonomy. 
Given the vast array of personal and contex- 
tual proclivities toward responding (or not 
responding) to songs, how can we definitively 
say what a “comfort” song is? R. Kelly’s “I 
Believe I Can Fly” might not feel so uplifting 
if played to promote capture shock at a mili- 
tary prison. Even if you don’t buy the titular 
assertion of Six Songs, there’s still plenty 
to learn from Levitin’s endearing narrative. 

It’s the perfect holiday gift for school board 
members prone to dismissing the value of 
music education. - Greg Beets

In the pro- 
logue to Man of 
Constant Sorrow 
Ralph Stanley 
writes: “I’ve 
always done my 
best to honor what God gave me. I’ve never 
tried to put any airs on it. I sing it the way 
I feel it, just the way it comes out.” With 
music writer Eddie Dean, he relates his life 
in the same speaking voice - honestly and 
with extraordinary detail. Too young to wit- 
ness the birth of country music, Stanley’s 
tale covers a great deal of its history along 
with the birth of bluegrass: his boyhood in 
coal country Virginia, a rise to fame and 
hard life on the road with his brother Carter 
and the Clinch Mountain Boys post-World 
War II, then Carter’s death from alcoholism 
in 1966 and Ralph’s influential career as a 
bandleader that peaked with an appearance 
on the 0 Brother ; Where Art Thou? sound- 
track. All the while, the banjoist interacts 
with legendary characters like A.P. Carter, 

Bill Monroe, Syd Nathan of King Records, 
and plenty more. The only things missing are 
photographs to highlight the narrative. You 
don’t have to be a fan of country or moun- 
tain music to enjoy Man of Constant Sorrow, 
but an appreciation of American history for 
most of the last century helps.

THELONIOUS MONK 

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF 
AN AMERICAN ORIGINAL

Included in the pantheon of jazz 
geniuses alongside Louis Armstrong, 
Duke Ellington, Charlie Parker, Miles 
Davis, and John Coltrane is pianist/ 
composer Thelonious Sphere Monk. 


His musical mind was so far ahead 
of the curve that it took his peers, let 
alone the jazz world at large, decades 
to appreciate both his idiosyncratic 
pianism and his enigmatic composi- 
tions. In what is surely the most exact- 
ing and in-depth biography to date 
on this fascinating musician, author 
Robin Kelly painstakingly documents 
Monk’s entire career with more than 


100 pages of dense footnotes, select 
discography/videography information, 
and an impressive array of interviews 
from within the jazz world and Monk’s 
immediate family. He contends it was 
Monk who initially laid the foundation 
for modern jazz, years before Parker 
and Dizzy Gillespie were credited 
for creating bebop, the revolutionary 
sounds that changed jazz forever. 


Kelly also takes umbrage with Monk’s 
portrayal in the press as the bizarre, 
mystifying, anti-social “High Priest of 
Bebop.” Eccentric to be sure, Monk’s 
unconventional behavior was fueled, 
in part, by a bipolar disorder that was 
exacerbated with age. Perhaps a bit 
dense for the jazz novice, this tome is 
a real treat for hepcats and best read 
straight, no chaser. - Jay Trachtenberg 
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THE TAO OF WU

Instilling The Tao of Wu into the mental framework of 
each Wu-Tang Clansman only worked until they all went 
platinum on their own, but it remains the driving force for 
their abbot. From street dreams growing up in the Staten 
Island projects to “staying in the Presidential Suite of the 
Chateau Marmont ... pounds of weed, bottles of sherm,” 

RZA’s autobiographical memoir defines one of hip-hop’s 
great minds. Spliced like a Wu-Tang album complete with 
interludes, kung fu, and “7 Pillars of Wisdom,” this Tao isn’t 
the money-centric post-Clan output we’ve come to expect 
from RZA. Rather, it’s honest insight into how devoted the 
producer/rapper is to his craft, making his crew famous, 
and “carrying our wisdom from Shaolin to the world.”

A FAMILY MEMOIR

Touchstone, 416 pp., $26 

Rock & roll isn’t always kind to the families of rock 
stars. Being the child or spouse of a famous musi- 
cian is at least as difficult as being the sibling of 
one, especially one working in the same field. For 
Mickey Leigh, younger brother of Joey Ramone, kin- 
ship was bittersweet and strained with rivalry. Leigh 
wasn’t destined to be an equal, Stevie Ray Vaughan 
to Jimmie Vaughan. He was Chris Jagger to Mick, a 
talent in his own right forever consigned to his big 
brother’s shadow. With punk chronicler Legs ( Please 
Kill Me) McNeil, the two coax stories from the remain- 
ing Ramones plus an assortment of friends, musi- 
cians, ex-wives, and parents, reconstructing Joey’s 
catapult to cult stardom, a story that started beside 
Leigh then rocketed past him. Leigh was friends with 
John Cummings and Tommy Erdelyi, aka Johnny and 
Tommy Ramone, before his brother, and while he ben- 
efited from Ramones adventures, his participation led to a demand for compensation and a 
subsequent lifelong feud between the brothers. With due credit for his musical contributions 
- Lester Bangs handpicked him for his band Birdland - Leigh’s sometimes petty tone makes 
A Family Memoir come mighty close to being called An Axe to Grind. - Margaret Moser

Legs 
McNeil and Gillian 
McCain nailed the 
whole New Yawk 
punk rawk squawk 
with their essential 
CGBG’s flashback- 
a-thon Please Kill 
Me: The Uncensored 
Oral History of 
Punk, Marc Spitz and Brendan Mullen 
recounted Southern California’s 15 minutes 
of Weird(os) in We Got the Neutron Bomb: 
The Untold Story of L.A. Punk, and now, 
against all odds, Jack Boulware and Silke 
Tudor have gone and one-upped both of 
those indispensable oral histories with this 
endlessly fascinating and frankly addictive 
masterpiece of safety-pin journalism. Of key 
note here is the Texas/SF cross-country 
tweakshow that included the likes of DRI, 
Tales of Terror, girlfriend-killing Fang- 
frontman Sam “Sammytown” McBride, and 
the (ever infamous) SF/SoCo skin Marc 
Dagger. Apart from chords and kick-drums, 
the good old days were actually pretty bad, 
it turns out, although Berkeley’s 924

Paul Shaffer loves his life as musician 
and bandleader to the stars, and why 
not? As a young Jewish boy growing up in 
Canada, he devoured the musical lessons 
heaped on him, joining bands as soon as 
he could. As an adult he stumbled into a 
uniquely talented group of entertainers and 
found his place seamlessly among them. 

It’s a charming read, We7/ Be Here for the 
Rest of Our Lives, with names such as Julia 
Roberts, Chevy Chase, James Brown, and 
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Britney Spears 
dropped affably, so 
affable that he also 
declines to tattle 
on otherwise dish- 
able friends such 
as Phil Spector and 
Mackenzie Phillips. 

Instead, Shaffer 
provides unexpect- 
edly sweet looks at 
the likes of Gilda 
Radner and David 
Letterman. And 
never again will 
you read as sweet 

a billet-doux to a groupie as Shaffer gives 
the infamous Sweet Connie, who rates a 
chapter of her own. Shaffer’s no dummy in 
enlisting big bio star co-author David Ritz, 
who helps the bandleader shape his career 
from Saturday Night Live to the Late Show 
With David Letterman.

Ostensibly about the mak- 
ing of Rosanne Cash’s latest 
album, The List, this over- 
view digs deeper. Michael 
Streissguth, author of Johnny 
Cash: The Biography, offers a 
detailed portrait of his subject 
through interviews conducted 
in her studio, home, and even 
on tour in Europe, but along with 
exposing Rosanne’s intensely thought- 
ful rebel heart and the fable of “the list,” 
he includes biographical information and 
reminiscences that highlight the historical 
aspect of her life and times. The titular list 
is a handwritten collection of 100 essential 
songs that the elder Cash gave his eldest 
child in 1973, songs he felt any young 
musician should know. That she now can’t 
find the hidden-on-purpose list offers some 
intrigue to Streissguth’s telling, but a great 
deal of Always Been There reveals Rosanne 
still wrestling with her father’s demise and 
legacy - refusing requests for “Ring of Fire” 
in concert and wondering how to recon- 
struct “the list” so she can decide which 
songs to record. An effortless read with 
plentiful photos, Always Been There is an 
enticing view of an artist unafraid to chal- 
lenge herself. - Jim Caligiuri

Surprise, Tapes is a rushed-to- 
the-printer piece of self-serving 
crap cloaked as a book of revela- 
tions. Rabbi Shmuley Boteach 
doubles as Dr. Phil in a yarmulke, 
offering commentary after snip- 
pets of dialogue with Michael 
Jackson. Given this “intimate 
conversation,” Jackson was more 
delusional than imagined, and the 
rabbi excuses and indulges the 
King of Pop until his lips should 
be blue from expulsion of air. No 
wonder DListed.com refers to 
the author as Rabbi Famewhore. 

Jackson’s own words confirm his 
immaturity early in Moonwalk, 
his 1988 prescandal biography 
rushed back into print upon his 
death. Though his tale was clearly spun for effect and tidied up before hitting the stands, 
in 1988 Jackson was a respected musician with a huge body of innovative hits, only a 
few personality quirks, and some of his looks still intact. Moonwalk remains quite reveal- 
ing about the performer who played a zombie in “Thriller,” then went door-to-door as a 
Jehovah’s Witness (just ask Rabbi Shmuley). Yet Jackson was as much an image as a 
musical icon, and Michael Jackson 1958-2009: Life of a Legend illustrates that in photo 
after photo. This is by far the most intelligent of these offerings, author Michael 
Heatley allowing the visuals to paint Jackson’s life. The early entries are espe- 
cially compelling, Jackson so young and vibrant. The physical transformation 
from sturdy young black man to freakish paranoid is stunning, though not 
the focus of Legend, tribute to the master entertainer Michael Jackson most 
wanted to be. - Margaret Moser

REAL LIFE & 

TALL TALES

Bruce Springsteen’s fore- 
word pales in comparison to 
his ecstatic ringside intro- 
duction raving up “Rosalita 
(Come Out Tonight)” on the 
essential Live/1975-85 col- 
lection: “In this corner, king 
of the world, master of the 
universe, weighing in at 
260 pounds, the Big Man, 

Clarence Clemons.” Add size 
17 shoes and barroom sto- 
ryteller to the E Street Band 
saxophonist’s credentials. As its title sug- 
gests, Big Man is equally divided between 
Real Life - short, autobiographical sketches 
of Born to Run sessions and other memo- 
rable behind-the-music moments - and Tall 
Tales - more entertaining asides, such as 


“The Legend of Key West, 
1976,” where Robert De 
Niro confides that he stole 
his infamous Taxi Driver 
bit (“Are you talking to 
me?”) from a Springsteen 
show - both distinguished 
by a coloring of the pages. 
Clemons’ prose mirrors 
his self-coined relation to 
a “Newfoundland with hip 
dysplasia”: “black, friendly, 
lovable, and in constant 
pain,” peppering his nar- 
ratives with vulgarities 
the way his Boss does 
themes of darkness and 
hope. The substantial con- 
tributions from co-author 
and noted television writer Don Reo read 
like poorly written script, oftentimes re- 
creating Clemons’ handed-down accounts 
with forced, awkward dialogue. Don’t be 
surprised then when Big Man hits a theatre 
near you. - Austin Powell

Their Health Care Is Just Fine Without 
“Reform”: 1) In September, the Rocky 
Mountain Cancer Centers, along with four 
physicians and three surgical nurses, donat- 
ed their services for delicate brain surgery on 
a 25-year-old silverback lowland gorilla at the 
Cheyenne Mountain Zoo in Colorado Springs. 
2) Among the health-insurance upgrades 
demanded by Philadelphia-area transit work- 
ers and agreed to by the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Transportation Authority in 
November was removal of the 10-tablet-per- 
month rationing of Viagra and similar medica- 
tions, to allow as many as 30 per month 
(according to a Philadelphia Daily News 
report). (The final contract, reportedly even 
more beneficial to the union, was being voted 
on by union members at press time.) 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Oops! 1) Three men and a woman from 
Atlantic City, N.J., were arrested in August and 
charged with robbing the Artisans’ Bank in 
Bear, Del. Their escape after the robbery had 
been delayed when they accidentally left the 
keys to the getaway car in the bank. 2) Andrew 
Burwitz, 20, was arrested in Appleton, Wis., in 
November and charged with drive-by shootings 
into two residences.

INEXPLICABLE 

For its Halloween gala, the Kings Island 
amusement park near Cincinnati had set up an 
exhibit featuring skeletons dressed to resem- 
ble, among other deceased celebrities, Michael 
Jackson, Farrah Fawcett, Ted Kennedy, Ed 
McMahon, TV salesman Billy Mays, Sonny 
Bono (his skeleton in front of a tree), and Ted 
Williams (his skeleton in front of a freezer). 
Alongside was a marker board labeled “agen- 
da,” with those names crossed off but others 
still listed, including Bernard Madoff and the 
comedian Carrot Top. (Following a WLWT-TV pre- 
view of the exhibit in September, the park 
quickly canceled it, with a spokesman declar- 
ing, “We were not intending to be distasteful.”) 


THE WEIRDO-AMERICAN COMMUNITY 

When police in Brimfield, Ohio, stopped 
Jaime Aguirre, 42, for a traffic violation in 
October, they found some conventional 
photos of nude and near-nude women but 
were especially surprised at a stash of 
x-rays and mammograms, which they sup- 
posed came from Aguirre’s job as techni- 
cian at an imaging center in Tiffin, Ohio. 

The Brimfield police chief said he believed 
the stash was used by Aguirre for sexual 
gratification, and since some of the x-rays 
and mammograms were of girls under the 
age of 18, Aguirre was charged with pos- 
session of child pornography. 


CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

In April, Richard Huether, the manager 
of the HoneyBaked Ham outlet in Cary, 
N.C., was shot in the stomach during a 
robbery of the store and hospitalized, with 
medical bills paid through worker compen- 
sation and his employee health benefits. 

In September, when his worker compensa- 
tion expired (and though still at least 
three months away from returning to 
work), HoneyBaked fired him (forcing him 
to begin paying 100% of his insurance 
premiums and making subsequent insur- 
ance prohibitively expensive because of 
his new “pre-existing condition”). However, 
HoneyBaked human resources executive 
Maggie DeCan told WRAL-TV that the fir- 
ing was for Huether’s own good, in that it 
would clear the way for him to receive 
Social Security disability payments. Said 
DeCan, “We couldn’t feel any worse for 
Rich, and we would do anything we could 
for him [except keep him on the payroll].” 

Those Overhead Costs! 1) The price of 
gasoline for U.S. troops in Afghanistan is 
about $400 per gallon, according to a 
U.S. House subcommittee in October, cit- 
ing Pentagon officials (factoring in the 
security necessary to bring fuel through 
Pakistan). 2) Patient Jim Bujalski com- 
plained to St. Anthony Central Hospital in 
Littleton, Colo., in September about the 
cost of his prescription Plavix and Crestor 
tablets, which he was forced to “buy” 
from the hospital because it administers 
only drugs under its control. The Plavix 
cost $248 each (he pays $8 at home), 
and his Crestor ($3 at home) cost $65. 
The medications were part of his 
$58,000, one-day hospital stay. 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

Nurses might best treat patients who 
have self-cutting disorders by helping 
them in their endeavor, according to an 
October advisory from Britain’s Royal 
College of Nursing. “Assisted self-harm- 
ing” should be considered as part of 
nursing care plans, according to the advi- 
sory, benefiting patients by having skilled 
professionals at their side, for example, 
supplying sterile blades and providing 
the quick stanching of blood and dress- 
ing of wounds. 

On July 13, William Thomson, 55, feel- 
ing bad recently about having violently 
resisted arrest by the Salisbury, Mass., 
police in a drunken-driving incident in 
1997, brought hot coffee to a Salisbury 
station house and sought symbolic for- 
giveness from the officers on duty. The 
very next day, however, Thomson was 
arrested again in a drunken-driving inci- 
dent, and again he forcefully resisted, 
punching a Breathalyzer machine, threat- 
ening an officer, and attempting to flood a 
lockup cell in the station house.

Where do alligators in Texas go during the winter? As a 

reptile, the American alligator, Alligator mississippiensis for those 
who already know the answer, needs to find protection from 

freezing temperatures. 

Granted, the coastal 
areas don’t often get 
below 41.2 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the aver- 
age low temperature in 
January for the Houston 
area.

Amos Cooper, head of the Texas Parks & Wildlife Department’s alligator program and assistant 
manager at the J.D. Murphree Wildlife Management Area outside of Port Arthur, says I needn’t 
worry about the thousands of alligators that inhabit the Texas coast from Louisiana to the Rio 
Grande. “The big males dig a den in the mud, and the females build a nest,” he says. Alligators 
don’t truly hibernate during the winter. “On a warm, sunny day in January, you’ll see them out on 
the river bank sunning themselves,” Cooper says. 

The American alligators’ range stretches from North Carolina to the Rio Grande. Cooper says 
1-35 roughly marks the western edge of their territory. They prefer freshwater but can tolerate 
saltwater for short periods. In the aftermath of Hurricane Ike’s landfall in September 2008, 
hundreds of the reptiles died due to saltwater contamination. 

Most of the coastal wildlife preserves in Texas have alligators. Brazos Bend State Park south- 
west of Houston has a large colony that can often be seen sunning themselves near the trails. 
Cooper estimates that the 24,250-acre Murphree WMA has approximately 10,000 alligators. 

Texas alligators were nearly eliminated until they were protected in 1969. The reptiles were 
taken off the endangered list in 1985. Harvesting wild alligators is allowed during two annual 
hunting seasons. There are 22 licensed alligator farms in the state, Cooper says. 

By nature, alligators keep shy of humans. “They have to have a reason to attack,” Cooper 
says. Problems arise when humans create encounters with the beasts that can grow up to 16 
feet long and weigh over a thousand pounds. The biggest mistake is feeding them. 

“A fisherman throws fish guts in the water, and the next thing he knows, there’s a hungry alli- 
gator looking for more,” Cooper says. He has even seen restaurants feed scraps to alligators 
and then wonder why they have problems with aggressive alligators. 

Cooper says the males are most aggressive during the March to May breeding season and 
females are most protective during the June to August nesting season. Even the largest males 
move quickly on land for short distances, Cooper says. “It’s the five- to six-footers that are the 
fastest,” he says. His advice is to give them lots of space.

USL/NASL Follies 

The Rochester Rhinos announced Monday that they’re leaving 
the United Soccer Leagues for the new North American Soccer 
League, leaving just Puerto Rico, Portland, and the Austin 
Aztex in the USL First Division (and Portland leaving for MLS after 
one more season). The NASL is now at 10 teams; however, it 
remains unsanctioned by the U.S. Soccer Federation, and several 
of its clubs are still under contract to USL-1. In short, this is still 
going to get uglier before it gets better. 

But get better it will, surely. In the end, the club owners want to 
play soccer and want to play against all the other established top- 
level teams. That means they want a solution that keeps all the 
teams together - under whichever banner survives. As Aztex owner 
Phil Rawlins put it when I asked him: “I continue to believe that 
common sense will prevail between the two parties and that the 
2010 season will see the majority of the teams on both sides of 
this divide playing against each other on the field. ... However the 
situation resolves itself, the Aztex will do what we believe is right 
for the franchise and the game. ... In the meantime we continue to 
prepare for our second season with increased scouting activity and 
open tryouts scheduled for February. We are particularly excited 
about our move Downtown to House Park in 2010.” 

In fact, a real cockeyed optimist would even see a silver lining 
to the whole mess: The shake-up seems to have revived or accel- 
erated a number of expansion plans around the country - 
including in San Antonio, where on-again-off-again plans for a 
team had been dormant of late, until the NASL option came up. An 
Austin-San Antonio derby rivalry - how cool would that be?

Bohemian Cowboy is a one-man show about one of the most 
common yet still-rich subjects in literature: the conflicted 
father-son relationship. One day, a wild musician of a cowboy 


walks out into the Western desert and dis- 
appears forever. No amount of search-and- 
rescue can find any trace of him. It’s left to 
his son, Utah-based writer and performer 
Raymond King Shurtz, to follow the other 
trail that his father left - his songs and his 
memories - to see if he can locate the true 
character of the mysterious man. 

The strength of Bohemian Cowboy is the 
writing. A few cliches aside, Shurtz embrac- 
es the rhythms of country music and builds 
them into the story he tells. In speaking 
about his parents’ brief and troubled mar- 
riage, he says, “My mother, she was a poet 

- but my father? He was poetic.” Shurtz, 
who says the story is based on his father’s 
actual disappearance, wisely takes a few 
poetic leaps himself. In following his father’s 
trail into the desert, Shurtz leaves behind 
the literal truth of his father’s disappearance 
and encounters a sequence of mythical 
persons, even daring to arm wrestle Jesus 
himself ... and win. From these experiences 
he derives some meaning, at least enough 
for him to move forward in life and create a 
decent play about it. 

Now, some people will interpret this as 
an insult and others as a compliment, but I 
promise it’s just plain observation. In perfor- 
mance, Shurtz resembles nothing so much 
as George W. Bush. All of his characters use 
that slow karate-chop gesture for emphasis 

- you know, with one foot forward, when pol- 


itician-guys bring down their hand in the air 
when they really want you to get their point? 
At moments of high emotion, Shurtz even 
squints. It’s hard not to think that you might 
be watching a play performed by the 43rd 
president (who, according to some, has had 
his share of father-son battles with Bush 41, 
so perhaps the choice is deliberate). 

Kurt Brungardt’s direction, unfortunately, 
doesn’t serve the material as well as it 
deserves. For example, Shurtz plays and 
sings several songs with a guitar during the 
show. We in Austin will not fault anybody for 
bringing a guitar onstage, of course. But the 
guitar is positioned in one corner of the play- 
ing area, on a stand that threatens to top- 
ple. It interrupts the story and action when- 
ever Shurtz crosses to pick up the guitar or 
set it down. Plus, he keeps tossing the pick 
onto the table then retrieving it later; why 
not just slide it through the strings? Also, 
the production uses digital projections to 
help set the scene. The images are not all 
high-res. In other words, some of them are 
so pixelated as to appear amateurish and 
sloppy. It’s a very easy thing to locate high- 
res images, and it’s a shame no one has 
done so. 

These directorial mistakes are a distrac- 
tion from an otherwise intriguing story. Austin 
loves cowboy stories, and if there is a home 
for a play like Bohemian Cowboy, this ought 
to be it. - Elizabeth Cobbe

The 101 
Dalmatians 
Musical

Has there ever been a title that doesn’t roll off the tongue 
like this one? Surely there have been musicals as pedestrian 
as this, co-written by Dennis DeYoung and B.T. McNicholl and 
currently on a national tour, but did any of them have a less 


euphonic title? Sometime, at some point, 
someone needs to admit that some things 
just shouldn’t be reconceived as musicals. 
And if they are, then they at least should 
have a catchy title. Even 101 Dalmatians: 
The Musical is better, but possibly the 
authors thought that “[Original Title]: The 
Musical” had been overused. Which it has. 

The production, which resembles a kind 
of low-rent Lion King transferred to 1950s 
London and uses dogs instead of jungle 
animals, has Disney written all over it. Only 
you won’t find Disney’s name anywhere on 
it, because this musical isn’t produced by 
Disney or based on either of the Mouse 
Factory’s 101 Dalmatians films. It’s an inde- 
pendent production drawn from the original 
1956 novel by Dodie Smith: The Hundred 
and One Dalmatians (another better title). 
I’ve never read Smith’s book, but it had to 
hold together better than this. In case you 
don’t know the story: Evil woman kidnaps 
puppies; brave mother and father dogs 
rescue them. That’s basically what you get 
here. It’s about that deep. 

Figuring out how to embody the dogs for 
the production had to be the most interest- 
ing part of developing this show: Do we use 
real dogs? Puppet dogs? Humans dressed 
as dogs? Turns out, at various points, you 
get all three, but mostly you get humans 
wearing dog-like clothing, with the actors 
portraying human characters walking around 
on what appear to be high platform boots. 
The boots make the humans appear signifi- 


cantly bigger than the dogs, and while the 
boots work in a cartoony visual sense, most 
of the time the humans look, well, stilted. 
Some of the actors handle the boots bet- 
ter than others, and it’s truly amazing how 
well some of them dance on them, espe- 
cially considering the oversized (due to the 
boots), gorgeous costumes they’re required 
to wear. But no matter how hard they try, all 
the people are cursed with stilt-gait, which 
makes them look kind of like puppets. And 
the dogs look kind of like, well, people wear- 
ing dog clothes. 

What succeeds, despite the material and 
the stiltedness, are the set design, a huge 
variety of oversized, cartoonish drops with 
really big furniture, and some of the perfor- 
mances, especially Rachel York as Cruella de 
Vil. York’s Cruella is all cartoon, big mouth, 
big shoulders, big strange hair. Add the 
boots and she’s literally larger than life. York 
knows it, relishes it, and breathes comic fire 
in every scene. Erin Maguire’s upright and 
dedicated Nanny Cook and Joel Blum, in 
dual roles as the delightfully priggish Harry 
de Vil and an eager, clever bloodhound, also 
succeed because of a broad, cartoonish yet 
vocally precise approach to character. 

But here’s the real kicker: A group of 
talented canines - Dalmatians, precisely, 
trained by Joel Slaven - appears at the end 
of the show, sprinting across the stage to 
every corner, changing the set before the 
delighted eyes of the audience. Try finding 
that in your local cineplex. - Barry Pineo

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You’ve seen prints and you’ve seen collages, and maybe 
you’ve even seen both in a single creation at the same time, 
but you’ve never seen them quite the way Tony Fitzpatrick 


renders them - on notebook-sized paper, 
with a stunning arrangement of symbolic 
images building complexity into his highly 
effective choices of balance and color. 

This is “No. 9, An Artist’s Journal,” a 
long-running series of original illustrations 
conjuring and conjured by the artist’s daily 
musings and his travels around the world. 
Tokyo, Chicago, New Orleans: These cities 
and others provide the inspirations for (and 
sometimes subtly influence the style of) his 
spectacular creations. 

Difficult for works of approximately 8 
inches by 10 inches each to be anywhere 
near “spectacular,” you might think, and 
you’d be right. Which is why we highly rec- 
ommend this inaugural exhibition at the 
newly reopened Slugfest Gallery: This art 
is spectacular in its meticulous arrange- 


ments of images - birds, women, snakes, 
flowers, cityscapes - and the borrowed 
texts adhered. The works feature a central 
figure surrounded by smaller figures and 
sharp typography, the whole thing as busy 
as a galaxy of information without being 
cluttered, offering an idea of what holy file- 
drawer labels might look like in the main 
warehouse (carved from pure crystal, illumi- 
nated by some energy within) of some God 
of Memory. (Or maybe some smoking God of 
Memory - the better to explain the antique 
matchbook covers adorning the corners of 
these vibrant works.) 

Gods, of course, reside in heaven; and 
we’re suggesting that, with this Fitzpatrick 
show on its walls, Slugfest Gallery is currently, 
graphically, one of the earthbound neighbor- 
hoods of that realm. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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One Peace at a Time D: Turk Pipkin. (NR, 83 min.) 


Austin-based writer, actor, and filmmaker Pipkin is the first to 
admit that the world’s problems are vast. No arguments there, 
although most of us are inclined to accept far-flung conditions such 
as hunger, poverty, and malnutrition as intractable and constant. 


Pipkin, however, believes otherwise. He believes 
in solutions and that problems are fixable and 
goals attainable. All it takes is will, desire, com- 
mitment, and money - and films such as One 
Peace at a Time, which exhorts viewers to step 
up and take action. Almost any action is good 
in the Pipkin playbook; pick one and “just do it,” 
as the slogan says. Pipkin builds on his previ- 
ous documentary Nobelity, in which he speaks 
with Nobel Prize winners about world problems. 
He revisits some of their comments 
in One Peace at a Time, but the bulk 
of the documentary observes Pipkin 
as he traverses the world showing us 
a score of examples of solutions that 
are presently working. He observes a 
family-planning initiative in Thailand, 
the building of a community well in 
Ethiopia through the auspices of A Glimmer of 
Hope, orphanages in India run by the Miracle 
Foundation, the struggle to pass a cluster-muni- 
tions ban in Oslo, Wheels for Humanity’s wheel- 
chair dissemination in Costa Rica, and housing 
proposals in Nepal, Kenya, and Ecuador execut- 
ed by the AMD/Open Architecture Challenge. 
Locally, Willie Nelson comes down off a horse 
on his ranch to talk with Pipkin about biod- 
iesel over a folksy game of chess and Texas 
Congressman Lloyd Doggett talks with the 
filmmaker about the sad state of the world. 
Pipkin organizes the film around the idea that 
children throughout the world should be enti- 
tled to the basic rights of water, nutrition, 


education, health care, opportunity, shelter, 
and peace. One Peace at a Time overflows 
with good suggestions of ways to become 
part of the world’s solutions and manages 
to do it with crisp imagery, terrific music 
(from the likes of Bob Dylan, Cat Stevens, 
Explosions in the Sky, Bob Schneider, and 
Ben Harper), and a positive tone that nei- 
ther excoriates viewers for their inactivity 
nor sugarcoats the predicaments. The film 
seeks to inspire, and that it does. 
However, questions inevitably 
arise about Pipkin’s choice to 
downplay any focus on American 
problems existing on our front 
doorstep. Not that comparisons 
should be made, but starving 
orphans in Bangladesh seem to 
trump malnourished children in Appalachia 
and homeless ones in Detroit. One also has 
to wonder about the extensive globe-trotting 
necessitated by the filming of One Peace at a 
Time and be curious about how many water 
wells could be dug and schoolbooks bought 
with the same funds used to inspire folks 
back on the home front. Inspiration is neces- 
sary, of course, but how much of it is needed 
to produce a loaf of bread? (See the Special 
Screenings section for several opportunities 
to see the movie with the filmmaker in atten- 
dance and “ The State We're In,” p.60 for an 
interview.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE BOONDOCK SAINTS II: 
ALL SAINTS DAY D: Troy Duffy; with Sean 
Patrick Flanery, Norman Reedus, Billy Connolly, Clifton 
Collins Jr., Julie Benz, Judd Nelson, David Della Rocco, Bob 
Marley, Brian Mahoney, David Ferry. (R, 118 min.) 

Director Duffy’s wickedly bloodthirsty and 
strangely humorous The Boondock Saints was 
a cult hit waiting to happen that somehow 
didn’t. As a post-post-Quentin-Tarantino-hipster- 
shoot-’em-up, it seemed oddly dated back 
when it received a micro-release from Miramax 
before heading straight to video and develop- 
ing a substantial following, in part due to the 
canny documentary Overnight, which chronicles 
the Boondock director’s meteoric nonrise to 
and ego-fueled fall from indie cinema heaven. 
The original is all muzzle flash and zero 
smarts, but its loopy storyline, which has hard- 
drinking, harder-fighting Boston-lrish sibling 
vigilantes Connor and Murphy MacManus 
(Flanery and Reedus) laying waste to both 
the Italian and Russian mobs in modern-day 
Beantown, is delirious, brutish, testosterone- 
fueled un-fun. (It also comes with the bonus 
freak-out factor of Willem Dafoe as a Fed so 
far off the deep end it makes the actor’s cur- 
rent turn in Antichrist seen downright papal.) 

All Saints Day, from its dullish title on down to 
its final bullet, is the sort of outrageously bad 
filmmaking that defines the phrase “unnec- 
essary sequel.” If we’re lucky, Duffy’s return 
might well end up toppling into the rarified 
substrata of the fabled “so bad it’s downright 
awesome” category, but only time will tell. For 
now, it’s just a weird and inexplicable re-pairing 
of Flanery and Reedus, with Connolly as their 
Irish pseudo-savior II Duce, along with a non- 
plot involving evil Fed Eunice Bloom (Benz, her 
country-fried Southern accent ranging all over 
the place), Russian vendettas, and tons of 
ridiculously cartoonish slo-mo chaos. Connolly, 
to be fair, has rarely been anything less than 
a pleasure to watch, and what little screen 
time he has here almost makes you wish this 
were a television pilot with the potential for a 
Connolly-starring spinoff. Also creepily endear- 
ing, sort of, is an unhinged turn from Collins 
Jr. as (in the film’s radically un-PC vernacular) 
the new spic in these mad micks’ crazed 
Catholic brutalverse. The Boondock Saints II: 

All Saints Day isn’t for everyone, obviously; it 
might not be for anyone, come to think of it, 
other than Duffy. Even fans of these blood- 
soaked bouncing Murphys might think twice 
before giving the downward-spiraling director a 
third chance. - Marc Savlov

EVERYBODY’S FINE D: Kirk Jones; with

Everybody's Fine - a movie about the lies 
grown children tell their parents - is, ironi- 
cally, one of the most disingenuous movies to 
come out of Hollywood in a while. The film is 
an American remake of Guiseppe Tornatore’s 
Italian original from 1990, but the problems 
in tone that often beset American remakes 
of foreign films are merely the beginning of 
this movie’s faux pas. The characters, whose 
behaviors are the result of emotionally com- 
plex situations, are two-dimensional creations 
with little backstory and zero depth. The 
story recounts episode after episode of one 
man’s disconnect with his grown children, and 
then wraps it up with a sentimental, patently 
false, feel-good, holiday ending. Group hug, 
everyone (and make sure this is the shot 
used for the movie poster). De Niro plays 
the family patriarch Frank Goode (that name 
alone should give you a sense of the film’s 
generously broad strokes), and one of the few 
things to be thankful for in this movie is that 
De Niro abandons the comic mugging that 
has characterized his last decade of work and 
actually acts - or, at least, doesn’t overact. 

He is a widower of eight months when we first 
encounter him, anxiously preparing for the first 
homecoming of his four children since their 
mother’s death. But, one by one, they phone 
in their regrets. So what does Frank do? He 
packs a bag and sets off cross-country to pay 
each of them a surprise visit. He first goes to 
New York City to pop in on his artist son, David 
(Austin Lysy), considered by all to be the most 
troubled family member. David isn’t home, 
however, and doesn’t return even after Frank 
spends the night waiting on his front stoop. So 
on Frank goes to Chicago to visit his daughter 
Amy (Beckinsale), who lives (I kid you not) in 
a mostly glass house. Here he learns that his 
grandson (Maisel) who is supposedly doing 
fabulously in school is, in actuality, not. Things 
seems strained with Amy’s husband (Frain) and 
Amy also seems anxious to get rid of Pops. In 
Denver, Frank learns that son Robert (Rockwell) 
isn’t the orchestra conductor that he was led 
to believe but, rather, the percussionist who 
bangs the bass drum. And in Las Vegas, the 
fabrications that daughter Rosie (Barrymore) 
weaves about her glamorous lifestyle are just 
a tad too obvious. Frank heads home having 
learned that all the years he spent being a 
good provider for his children and always prod- 


ding them to excel has had repercussions. 
They have kept their failures to themselves, 
and his wife had always buffered him from 
unhappy truths. Then in less time than it 
takes to pronounce that old bromide, “every- 
body’s fine,” the Goode family finds its mojo 
and gathers together for the film’s final cur- 
tain. To that we can only ask: Is all well that 
ends well? - Marjorie Baumgarten

ANTICHRIST D: Lars von Trier; with Willem 
Dafoe, Charlotte Gainsbourg. (NR, 104 min.) 

Possibly the best argument against couples 
therapy ever, Antichrist is a tour-de-force trip inside 
the mind of a dangerously depressed man. That 
man is von Trier, and his film speaks the language 
of madness with astonishing fluency. Dreamlike 
and possessed of a terrible, doom-laden beauty, 
Antichrist is a flawed masterpiece and an example 
of highly personal auteurism that will either make 
you mad or drive you mad; either way, you’re com- 
plicit in von Trier’s vigorously compelling nightmare 
of love, death, and despair. Dafoe and Gainsbourg 
are fearless in their absolute commitment to their 
respective roles as He and She, a couple in the 
throes of immense, obliterating grief.

But 
She is beyond such psychological salves, and, as 
von Trier steers his couple into the dark forest pri- 
meval, Antichrist becomes a genuine horror movie.

THE BLIND SIDE D: John Lee Hancock; with 
Sandra Bullock, Quinton Aaron, Tim McGraw, Kathy Bates, Jae 
Head, Lily Collins, Ray McKinnon, Kim Dickens.

DISNEY'S A CHRISTMAS CAROL

The initial “gee, whillikers” reaction to Zemeckis’ 
motion-capture rendition of the Dickens classic eventu- 
ally turns to “bah, humbug” as the film’s technological 
novelty gives way to narrative mundanity. So absent 
is any emotional content that it’s as though Dickens’ 
ultimate cautionary tale is a mere afterthought onto 
which Zemeckis can drape his live-action/computer- 
animated visual hybrid that he has now used on his 
third sequential movie (following Beowulf and The Polar 
Express). Scrooge (Carrey) is still the same miserly old 
coot we know him to be, but instead of the transforma- 
tive effect of Scrooge’s glimpses into his past, present, 
and future, this film emphasizes the phantasmic ele- 
ments of the ghosts and the pliable mechanics they 
use to show Scrooge such privileged viewpoints of 
his life.

Certainly the source material appears, at first 
glance, far afield of Anderson’s usual lens-finder.

This is 
an animated film that happily has room for both an 
existentialist dread of death and a grinning joie de 
vivre.

- while maintaining a sense of humor about itself. 
But Summit Entertainment chucked Hardwicke for 
the second installment, and her successor, Weitz, 
brings zero sense of play or sexual energy to the 
piece. It’s as if everything’s been buffed to achieve 
maximum banality. At the film’s beginning, Edward 
dumps Bella - like, the day after her birthday, 

OMG - and is mostly absent in New Moon, which 
turns out to be a boon. Bella, incapacitated with 
grief, turns to her old pal Jacob (Lautner) but than 
Jacob starts morphing into a werewolf. The digital 
effects here are top-notch (as were the ones Weitz 
supervised in his last film, The Golden Compass ), 
and New Moon excels in two centerpiece action 
sequences.

Life is simple in Emmerich’s films. Confronted 
with unprecedented perils, the characters in his 
disaster epics manage to reaffirm their broken 
loves, make amends for slipshod parenting, and, 
most impressively, outrun fireballs and certain 
death with their hides and wits intact. Emmerich 
takes the disaster-movie genre to its logical con- 
clusion in 2012, obliterating or reconfiguring vast 
swaths of the planet’s surface (solar storms boil 
the Earth’s core; tectonic havoc ensues) and provid- 
ing a 158-minute thrill ride that zips by like the real 
thing. Over the duration, there are homages (or 
lifts) to apocalyptic exercises of decades past (par- 
ticularly When Worlds Collide) and plenty of cheeky 
references to Emmerich’s own resume. 2012 is 
PTSD - Popcorn Thrills and Sappy meloDrama - 
supersized to counter current real-world terrors, 
and it is, by turns, thrilling, ridiculous (the script, 
by Emmerich and longtime co-writer Harald Kloser, 
is riddled with howlingly goofy lines and seriously 
improbable deus-ex-machina moments), and just 
plain big, dumb fun.

WHERE THE WILD 

THINGS ARE D: Spike Jonze; with Max

The band was brought together 
by filmmaker Jem Cohen, Chesnutt’s 
longtime friend and producer of 
2007 ’s North Star Deserter, and the 
resulting tour has re-energized its 
namesake. “I knew exactly what we 
could do,” explains Chesnutt. “We 
had such a good rapport. It was like 
a family. I wrote some of the songs 

in-stores 


thinking about them, writing things 
they could really hit. I knew we 
wanted to make another album in a 
more democratic way, so I fired Jem. 
He was there at the session, he did 
the album artwork, and he actually 
picked a couple of the songs, but 
I didn’t want him to be the boss of 
this record, and, really, everybody 
had a hand in it.” 

Some fans are disappointed with 
his new direction, but Chesnutt revels 
in it. 

“A guy shouted out at a show 
in Athens recently, ‘Louder isn’t 
better,”’ he recalls. “I disagree in 
this case. There’s the intellectual 
aspect to my songwriting - I’m 
an intellectual guy, very arty - but 
then there’s the physical power of 
the actual volume this band brings 
that sends it to another emotional, 
physical level.” -Jim Caligiuri

SNAFU CHANGES READER’S 
OPINION ABOUT CAR 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

Last week I bought a used 2007 Mazda 3 with 43,000 
miles for $10,800 at a dealership. I went through the financ- 
ing process, signed the final purchase papers and called my 
insurance company to transfer my plates. As I hung up the 
phone with my insurance company, the sales manager came 
over to me and said the guy cleaning my car caught the front 
bumper on a post and pulled it almost all the way off the 
front of the car. This caused a lot of damage, including the 
front lights coming out of their housing, the insignia dangling 
off the front and a scratch down to the metal on the body. 
My mother was with me, and she took pictures. We all were 
shocked, even the car folks. They did offer a loaner car until 
this one could be fixed, which took a week. They also took 
$800 off the price of the car, at our request. The car is now 
ready to be picked up. I have an opportunity to take the car 
or turn it down. Should I take the car ? I am not sure I want it 
anymore. I feel this is a bad omen. Please advise. - Rachel 

TOM: Well, we have two answers for you, Rachel. 
One is our professional mechanical opinion. The other 
is our amateur psychological advice. And of course, they 
contradict each other. 

RAY: From a professional point of view, there’s noth- 
ing wrong with this car. The guy who washed the car 
caught the edge of the plastic bumper cover on some- 
thing and yanked it off. As ugly as it looked, it was only 
cosmetic damage. 

TOM: That’s what they said when my brother was 
bom and the doctor ran over him with the gurney. Twice. 

RAY: Here’s why it’s not a big concern, Rachel. When 
a car is in a real accident, you worry about the frame 
being bent. You worry about the wheels never aligning 
properly and your tires always wearing unevenly. You 
worry about unseen wiring that gets pinched and causes 
electrical gremlins later on. None of that stuff is a concern 
here, because the incident happened at parking speed, 
and all they have to do is replace a bunch of pieces, most 
of which are plastic. 

TOM: Plus, you got a free rental while they fixed it, 
and $800 off the price. When my brother knocks off a 
customer’s bumper, he tries to convince them it was like 
that when it came in! So I think the dealer did absolutely 
the right thing here, and treated you very well. It was, 
after all, an accident. 

RAY: So if you liked the car a week ago, you should 
like it even more now that it’s $800 cheaper. 

TOM: But I don’t think you should buy it. 

RAY: Me neither. 

TOM: You think the accident was some kind of 
“bad omen.” And if you really believe that, then every 
time anything goes wrong with this car, you’re going 
second-guess yourself. 

RAY: Right. Five years from now, you’ll get a nail in 
your tire, and you’re going to say, “See, I never should 
have bought this hunk of junk.” 

TOM: So if you feel that this incident will forever 
loom over your ownership experience, then just tell the 
dealership that you’d like to buy something else instead. 
Ask them to show you something that had its previous 
accident off the dealer lot. 

Which is cheaper, buying or leasing? Should 
you keep a car forever or dump it after three years, 
before trouble starts?
